Sir James Slvowright Has Angered Oom 
Poul—Mr. Chamberlain's Speech. 


New York, Jan. 31—Mr. Harold 
Frederic cables from London to The 
Times: Statements and counter-state- 
ments reach me from ‘tthe Cape as to 
what Sir James Sivewright did or did 
not say in denouncing the emissaries 


from the Dutch Republics, and he him- 
self has disputed the accuracy of the 
version given by one Cape newspaper, 
in which his speech was so worded as 
to be a direct challenge ‘to Pretoria 
itself. Whatever may have been the 
ae ReTisiot this cautious Scotch- 
an, ey Ve certainly managed to 
make Oom Paul exceedingly mUey and 
have not improved the relations be- 
tween the Cape Colony and the Trans- 
vaal. How whe public itself received 
this pronouncement is shown by the 
report that a shower of congratulatory 
telegrams is pouring in on Sir James. 

It is curious to Observe that at the 
Cape, as here, the serious question of 
Rhodes’ responsibility for the famous 
raid is gradually being lost sight of. 
History is a plant of rapid growth in 
South Africa, and the raid is as dead 
as last year’s leaves. If Sivewrighit 
really spoke as reported, it is not im- 
possible he may be after all the man 
to make South Africa. Chamberlain's 
statement on Wednesday in the House 
of Commons on this subject bore more 
character and abler fencing with the 
Question than would the plain denial 
of the speech. In courteous, concilla- 
tory, indeed almost subdued, accents, 
the Minister first astonished and then 
deeply impressed the House, as in the 
gravest terms he owned -that the pre- 
sent situation in South Africa gave 
cause for considerable anxiety, and 
more than hinted that the Chartered 
Company, and perhaps also the Uit- 
landers, might be able to make out a 
food case, 

Mr. Isaac N. Ford cables from Lon- 
don to The Tribune: Mr, Chamber- 
lain easily vindicated his reputation as 
the best debater in the House by a 
prudent and weighty speech disclosing 
the necessity for the redemption of 
Government pledges respecting South 
Africa. His statement that the situa- 
tion had again become most criticul 
and required the exercise of prudence 
and patience created a profound im- 
pression. By referring to legislation 
enacted in violation of the treaty of 
London and by enlarging the inquiry 
£0 as to include the grievances of the 
Uitlanders, he succeeded, almost ui- 
aided, in choking off a mischievous de- 
bate, and convincing the House that 
the good faith of the Government must 
be maintained. Indeed, so deeply were 
the Government committed to a search- 
ing inquiry by the Queen's speech last 
year, and by repeated pledges to Presi- 
dent Kruger, that the Ministers could 
not have remained in office if Mr, Mac- 
Lean's amendment had been carried. 

Mr. W. R. Chambertain, in his spe- 
clal cable to The Sun, says: The dis- 
tinct note of alarm in Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s speech on South African affairs 
in the House of Commons yesterday 
aroused considerable uneasiness, which 
was reflected in the sharp drop in 
prices on the Stock Exchange to-day! 
The speech was certainly an able one, 
and as remarkable for what it did not 
say as for what it did. In fact it had 
the effect of promptly silencing oppo- 
sition among the supporters of the 
Government to the appointment of the 
Committee of Inquiry, and nothing can 
now prevent at least the form of an 
investigation, The speech contained 
one significant phase, The committee, 
the speaker said, “will know that it 
has to shield great national interests 
and it will know how to subordinate 
personal prejudices to those higher and 
patriotic considerations.” 

This is very different from the func- 
tlon assigned to the committee by th 
Government at the last sesrion, Then 
it was to be the committee's business 
to find out the truth of the whole mis- 
erable South African business, no mat~- 
ter what “interests,”’ national or oth- 
erwise, was affected thereby. The re- 
mult of the debate on the whole may 
be regarded as favorable to Mr,

Queon Regent Christina Will Sign Premier 
Canoyaos’ Scheme Next Thursday. 


London, Jan. 31—The Standard's 
Madrid correspondent telegraphs that 
Queen-Regent Christina will on Thurs- 
day next sign, at a meeting of the 
Cabinet, Premier Canovas’ scheme for 
reforms in the Spanish West Indies, 
The seheme was devised after several 
conferences with the leading Conserva- 
tive Senators and the Marquis de 
Apezteguin, the leader of the Cuban 
Cbnservatives, who is now in Madrid. 
The reforms will go into operation in 
Cuba as soon as the pacification of 
that island will permit. The scheme 
will state that the Government is will- 
ing to entertain suggestions as to West 
India tariff reforms and the subse- 
quent improvement of commercial re- 
lations with the United States. The 
whole matter will be handled cautiously 
The correspondent adds that it would 
be premature to suppose that the 
scheme will effect in Ouba autonomy 
similar to that enjoyed by the Aus- 
tralian colonies and the Dominion of 
Canada.

Terribly Disastrous Fires nt Hoboken, NJ 
—Thirty Families Homeless. 


Hoboken, N.J., Jan, 31—This city 
was visited by two disastrous tires be- 
tween 11.30 o'clock Saturday night anu 
3 o'clock this morning.

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A Talk With Mr Sandford Fleming on the 





Pacific Cabloet in Docs Not Need

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 
Mr, Sandford Fleming, C.M.G., re- 


turned to the city on Friday, after a 
lengthened visit to England in connes- 
tion with Pacific cable business, Xour 
correspondent called his attention yes- 
terday to a telegram which appeared 
in & number of newspapers a few days 
ago, stating that two gentlemen are 
now in Honolulu endeayoring to pur- 
chase Neckar Island from the Hawaiian 
Government for the purpose of landing 
uw Pacific cable there, and that they 
had been sent out by the British Gov- 
ernment. Mr, Fleming said: “I may 
state with some knowledge of the facts 
that the last statement is entirely de- 
void of truth. If there are any per- 
sons negotiating for landing rights in 
Honolulu they will represent interests 
hostile to the British Pacific cable. It 
is well-known that the agents of the 
Bastern Extension Company have been 
trying to secure a landinx place in the 
Pacific with a view to deicating the 
project of the independent cable line 
to Australia, so that they may main- 
tain the telegraph monopoly which 
they at present possess. I can au- 
thoritatively state, however, that a 
landing on the Hawaiian islands of an 
all-British cable is not required. Great 
Britain possesses a sufficient number 
of islands in the Pacific for mid-ocean 
Stations without danding anywhere 
within the sphere of he Hawaiian Is- 
lands. The trans-Pacific cable deter- 
mined on to connect Canada with Au- 
Stralla will touch only at Fanning Is- 
land, Fiji Island and Norfolk Island, 
Which are all British possessions. The 
report of the Imperial and Colonlal 
Committee, which has been investigat- 
ing this important subject, with all ne- 
cessary information in detail, Is now 
before the several Governments con- 
cerned.” 

Detective Hatton returned to the city 
yesterday from Renfrew, where he saw 
the two men, Charles Gogolecn and 
Peter Clement, arrested for causing the 
recent fatal accident at Barry's Bay, 
safely jalled. The accused will be 
tried before the magistrate at Renfrew 
to-morrow. The chain of evidence is 
complete, although it is generally con- 
ceded there was no intention on their 
part to cause so frightful a smash It 
seems the men were engaged by @ 
farmer named Conway, and were driv- 
ing to a shanty some two miles dis- 
tant It was necessary to cross the 
track in order to reach their destina- 
tion. On coming to the crossing the 
men turned down the track for a short 
cut, and in doing so misplaced the 
switch. This fact is supported by 
strong evidence, and it is said the men 
have admitted it. The law in relation 
to railway accidents does not require 
premeditation or intention to be prov- 
en, so that they are just as guilty as 
if they had smashed the switch with 
a sledge hammer, They were tres- 
passing on private property, and the 
result was the loss of three lives,’ the 
serious injury of Engineer Taylor and 
the destruction of property. 

The County Counoil yesterday pass- 
ed a grant of $200 to assist Mr. McLeod 
Stewart in having further plans of the 
Ottawa, Montreal and Georgian Bay 
Ship Canal prepared. 

In regard to the request of the Coun- 
ty of Frontenac that the County of 
Carleton should co-operate in petition- 
ing the Tariff! Commissioners to place 
certain articles on the free list, the 
council adopted a report * expressing 
the opinion that this is a matter that 
cannot be properly dealt with by coun- 
ty councils, and recommended that no 
action be taken. 

Justice MacMahon yesterday sen- 
tenced Thomas Mussell, convicted of 
outraging his stepdaughter, to 7 years 
in Kingston Penitentiary. John Gunn 
robbed a shantyman named Richard- 
son of $150, and was given 2 1-2 years 
In the same institution. 

The Georgian Bay Ship Canal and 
Power Aqueduct Company will apply 
next session for Dominion incorpora- 
tion, and that the company may have 
power to acquire and improve other 
canals In Canada, and for a genera) 
extension of the borrowing and other 
powers of the company. 

Since 1891 in cases where it was de- 
sirable to make any reduction in the 
price of Dominion lands from $8 an 
acre, the practice has been to do so in 
every case by the pescage of an order- 
in-counell, but as this has been found 
a very clumsy way of managing the 
business, and very precaution is taken 
by the inspection of any parcel of land 
by a competent officer of the depart- 
ment, the Minister of the Interior has 
been empowered to deal direct with all 
such cases in the time to come.

lage in Cornwall, In 1890 Mr, Carew 
and his wife went to Japan, where 
the former husband engaged us man- 
ager of the Yokohama Club. There 
they were receMed in the best soctety, 
and Mrs. Carew received no small re- 
putation as an amateur actress. About 
the middle of October last Mrs. Carew 
summoned the family physician te al- 
tend her husband, who was very ilL 
The physician prescribed what he 
thought were the proper remedies, but 
Mr, Carew worse, and was 
eventually taken to the Marine Hospi- 
tal, where he died in agony a short 
time after his admission. 

The funeral, which had been arrang- 
ed, was delayed by the hospital au- 
thorities, who were not satisfied as to 
the cause of death, and a post mortem 
examination was made, An analysis 
of the viscera was also made and this 
revealed the presence of arsenic, The 
Carewes had in their employ a nursery 
governess named May Jacob, whose 
statements first aroused suspicion in 
the case, She said that she had fre- 
quently been sent by Mrs, Carew, to a 
chemist’s for arsenic and sugar of lead. 

She made a sworn statement as fol- 
lows : 

The chemist did not ask me for a 
doctor’s certificate before giving the 
poisons tome. Tha order was written 
on a plece of paper by Mrs. Carew. 
The Japanese who sold the medicine 
asked why we bought so muchdeadly 
poison. I replied that I did mot 
know ; I did not know that any had 
been bought before. He told me that 
some had been bought the day before 
and the day before that also, and would 
I inform my mistress to be careful 
how she used it. I did not report the, 
conversation to Mrs, Carew, but I told 
Mr, Perch, her brother. I do not think 
he understood my drift at all. I think 
he only considered it as tmpertinence 
on the part of the man, and he re- 
marked on the insolence of the clerk 
in questioning me at all. Only the 
children were present at this conver- 
sation in the dining room. I did not 
mention anything to Mrs, Carew. 

My suspicions were arouséd by the 
conversation of the chemist. I had 
been told that deceased was sick and 
was in great pain. When I was sent 
to buy arsenic I wondered a great deal 
all the way home. I do not think any- 
one helped Mrs. Carew In nursing her 
husband. Servants may have fetched 
and carried for her, but I think she had 
all the nursing herself. I was out of 
the house so much with the children 
that I knew very little about the mat- 
ter. Mr. Perch wus always in and 
out. When at home he used to go into 
the room of the deceased to inquire 
how he was, 

Mr. Perch, the brother, testified that 
he had often seen his sister giving 
medicine to her husband, Other testi- 
mony showed that the deceased had 
been in the habit of taking arsenic in 
considerable quantities to relieve pain 
resulting from a chronic ailment. It 
was further shown that during his Ill- 
ness three ounces of Fowler's solution 
of arsenic had been consumed in the 
Carew household within three days. 
Mrs. Carew threw an air of mystery 
about the case by suggesting that a 
“velled woman” might have had some- 
thing to do with the poisoning. She 
told a story about a woman said to be 
named Annie Luke, with whom Mr. 
Carew had had a liaison, and who was 
supposed to be the veiled woman, This 
woman, she said in substance, had 
followed Mr, Carew to Japan, and let- 
ters signed “Annie Luke’ and ad- 
dressed to him and others were read.

CIMAY DIVORCE CASE 


A Decree Granted After Half 
an Hour’'s Deliberation 


The infatuated Woman to be Allowed to 


hee Ucr Children One Hour Per Mouth

Counsel for the Prince Offer 
Prove « Multitude of Causes The Prince 
Wae Too fudalgest, According to tho 
Lawyer for the Defence All Hurepe 


Would Laugh if Proot Were Demandcd 


Brussels, Feb. 2.—The action for di- 


vorce brought by the Prince of Chimay 
against his wife, formerly Clara Ward 
of Detroit, Mich, who eloped from 


Paris last fall with Janos Rigo, a Hun- 


garian gypsy fiddler, which was ad- 
journed on Jan. 1? for a fortnight, 
came up in the court at Charlerol to- 
day for the pronouncement of judg 
mont. The court, after half an hours 
deliberation, announced that a decree 
of absolute divorce was granted to 
the Prince of Chimay upon the grounds 
alleged in his complaint against his 
Wife—abandonment and adultery. 


Matlre Delacroix, who appeared us 


counsel for the Prince, said in hia ap- 
Plication to the court that his cUent 

; Was entitled to a divorce on the ad- 
missions that the Princess had herself 
made. He declared that the Prince 
Was Willing that the Princess should 
see her children once a month for one 
hour, but asked the court to condemn 
her to pay the sum of 75,000 francs 
yearly for their support. 


In setting forth the grounds of the 


Prince's request for a divorce, M. De- 
lacrolx said that he was prepared to 
produce evidence, showing that on 2 
occasions the Princess had committed 
herself, and if desired he could preve 
facts relating to four times as many 
occasions, He then proceeded to read 
letters written by the Princess to her 
husband, in which she offered to re- 
treat to a Carmelite Convent for five 
years and then return purified to the 
conjugal hearth. To this the husband 
replied from Paris that he Intended to 
retire to Chimay and wished to see her 
no more. Next day the Princess, in 
company with her gypsy lover, sup- 
ped atthe Cafe des Ambassadeurs 
With a lady and gentleman, and there 
created a scene, accusing the lady of 
trying to win her lover from her, For 
the sake of his children, said the at- 
torney, the Prince hoped the jury 
would not demand proof of the charges 
by witnesses. The notoriety of the 
soanda! and the attitude of the Prin- 
cess since the commencement of the 
trial were sufficient proof of the prir- 
cipal fact alleged, namely the elope- 
ment of the Princess with Tzigane 
Rigo. 


Mr. Allain, addressing the court for 


the defence, said he did not deny the 
principal charge, but maintained that 
all the accessary charges made in the 
course of the inquiry were either false 
or grossly exaggerated. In particulur, 
he sought to clear the Princess of tne 
reproach of being a bad mother, If, 
said the counsel, is was necessary to 
look for the cause of the Princess Chi 
may’'s bizarre amour, in which her 
honor had suffered shipwreck, it wa3 
to be found in the weakness of her 
husband, whom she had loved and lov- 
ed still, and who in his excessive kind- 
ness had not the wisdom to exercise 
control over her. He asked the jury 
in pronouncing thelr verdict not to 
allow the Princess to suffer from the 
monstrous charge of having abandon- 
ed her children without regret, 


Mr. Bernaert, on behalf of the public 


prosecutor, observed that the Princess 
. Was content to plead extenuating cir- 
cumstances. He reminded them that 
the respendent, in order to escape the 
solicitations of her husband, had in-

GUING 10 INVADE TORONTO, 


Halilngton Hooth Will send to Canada a 
Wetachment of His American 
Volunteers, 


New York, Feb, 3.—The desire of the 


the American Volunteers, Ballington 
Booth’s organization, to launch out 
and work in other flelds, has caused 
the council of officers to map out a 
visit to Toronto, with the direct pur- 
pose of arousing interest there in the 


volunteer movement, and with the ul- 


timate object of cstublishing an or- 
Ganizauion in the Dominion to be 
known as the Volunteers of Canada. 
A council of the officers of the Volun- 
teers has been in session for the past 
ten days, and one whole day was giv- 
en over to discussing this question of 
enlarging the fleld or work.

THE DEAD BARNARDO BOY, 





1t Appears os Though He Lost His Life tea | 








an Effert te be Hove ‘a. 
Toronto, Feb, 4. 

An enormous amount of inter t was 
fhown in nnection with th inquiry 
yeaterda it York Mills into the death 
of th Barnardo boy, Charlie Bradbury, 
At 7.20 o'clock on Monday ni a fire 
brol ut on the farm belonging to 
David Jlunter on lot 12, Srd conces- 
hlon, east of Yongerstreet, four miles 
luc east of York Mille The farm Wag 
rented by Stewart and John Blain, 
couvins, who, at the time of the fire, 
were Visiting at David Hunter's, 1 1-2 
miles away The only humoen being 
on the premises at the time was Chas. 
Bradbury, a Barnardo boy who Was 
brought out from Bngland to the To- 
ronto Home, and was hird out to 
Stewart Blain 18 months a On 
Tuceday at daylight, and wh n tie fire 
had cooled, the charred remains of the 
lad were found in the hor stable, 
How he came to be there and how the 


fire originated was the object of the 
inquiry yesterday. 

Dr, W. H. B. Aikins was the coroner, 
and was assisted by Mr, Hartley De- 
the County Crown-Attorney. 
Mr. Frank I. Hodgins represented the 
Barnardo Home and Mr. B. 1. Sway- 
{zie appeared for Stewart and John 
Blain. Mr, David Duncan was fore 
man of the jury. High Constable 
/ Jones and County Constable Burns had 
investigated the case. The inquiry 
| Was held at Birrell’s Hotel, York Mills, 
| John Blain was the Witness called. 
After the usual caution he proceeded 
to give his evidence.y He and his 
cousin Stewart had rented the farm 
from David (or Mrs. M. A.) Hunter 
in July, 1895. The rent was $350 per 
annum. All was paid up in Novem- 
ber; no rent is due till the spring; 
nothing was owing except $105 to re- 
lations. The inmates of the farm were 


John and Stewart Blain and the boy 
Charlie. Neither of the Blains was 
married, and there were no Women 


| around the place. The boy was about 
16 years of age, He assisted in the 
general work of the farm. His gen- 
eral behavior was satisfactory, but at 
times he showed bad temper and was 
hard to put up with. 

The outbuildings of the farm occu- 
pied three sides of a square, mostly 
attached. The cow house was on the 
west, a barn on the north and the 
horse stable on the east. The fire 
broke out in the cow stable, and the 
boy’s body was found in the box-stall 
of the horse stable, about 100 feet 
away. The residence was detached, 
ae Was to the southeast of the build 
n 

on Monday afternoon Mr. Webb, an 
agent of the Barnardo Homes, visited 
the farm, and the Blains represented 
the boy’s conduct as satisfactory and 
the boy expressed himself pleased with 
the place and with the farming gen- 
erally. After Mr. Webb's departure 
Charlie and John Blain had words 
The agreement between the Home and 
Stewart Blain is dated July 23, 1895. 
He agreed to pay $10 the 2nd year, $20 
the 3rd year, $30 the 4th year and $40 
the 6th year. The agreement calls 
for the payments to be made to the 
Home, who would hold the money for 
the boy until the end of the five years. 

Charlie claimed that the agreement 
had not been properly read to him 
There was considerable discussion be- 
tween them, and John Blain told him 
a dozen times to “Shut up,” and said, 
“Charlie if you give me any 
more impudence, I'll clout your ears.” 
The boy continued his aggravation. 
John Blain then shook him, and, as 
Charlie began to bellow, Blain took 
him and carried him 80 or 90 feet to- 
wards the house. Charlie was heavy, 
welghing nearly as much as John 
Blain, and he threw him down and 
gave him a kick in the back. Blain 
Was pretty angry and went into the 
house. Stewart Blain went out and 
brought the boy In. Charlie said he 
would make Blain suffer. Stewart 
Blain said: "That's enough, my boy. 
I don't want to hear any more of it.” 

They left the boy standing on the 
stoop and John went out and hitched 
up a horse to the cutter, fastening the 
Stable on the outside. The lantern 
Was taken into the house, John and 
Stewart drove away about 7 to David 
Hunter’s, about 11-2 miles away. Fred 
Hunter and Stewart Blain took the 
horse out of the cutter and put ‘iim 
in the stable, while John Blain went 
into the house. He had barely taken 
off his overcoat when Miss Hunter 
drew attention to a fire in the flats. 
He said: “I'll bet it’s our house and 
that Charlie has done it." The horse 
Was again put into the cutter and 
Stewart and John Blain and Fred 
Hunter drove back to the farm. They 
had been away about 40 minutes. 
When they got back they found the 
cow stable nearly burned down, the 
barn on fire and the horse stable just 
startms up. A number of the neigh- 
bors were there saving the stock and 
implements. Among them were Henry 
Elliott, Mr. Eliott, sr.; Edward and 
William Gooderham, Jim Henry, Joe 
Sloss, Albert Hunter and Robert Mont- 
gomery, and a number of others, The 
horses and implements were all got 
out, but the cows were burnt, 

John Blain went straight to. the 
dwelling house to look for Charlie. In 
his bedroom he found the bed on fire, 
simmering. Very little of the mat- 
tress or bed clothes had been burned. 
John snatched up the sheets and quilt 
and took them out, throwing them on 
the snow, and called to Stewart, who 
brought out the mattress. All this did 
not take more than two minutes. 

Later on in the evening John found 
matches on the floor in the pantry, 
They are usually kept on the shelf. 
On Tuesday morning the boy's body 
Was found in the box stall} which had 
been nearly full of pea straw, and the 
lantern was found there also, John 
and Stewart went to Toronto on Tues- 
day about 11 a.m., and saw Mr. Owen 


at the Barnardo Home on_ Farley- 
avenue. Stewart told htm about the 
fire. John spoke about the quarrel 


and sald it looked as if the boy had 
Intended to burn up everything, that 
the nelehbors had come quicker than 
he expected and he had jumped Into 
ihe box stall to hide himself and h 
xot suffocated and djdn’t know the 
way out, 

The farm had been rented to the 

‘alns for five years, but the landlord, 
Me Iiunter, had agreed to let them 

it on Apri) 1, 1897, and the farm was 
rented to Mr, Law, who did 40 acres 
of fall plowing and sent in some im- 
ple marital and hay. 

The Blains' loss Is seven cattle, 
worth $260, and other effects, $60, with 
no Insurance In the cow stable where 
thie flre ate irted there was a large quan- 
ity of chaff, 

Ques stlons were asked In reference to 
a missing razor, but nothing was 
learned 

At the conclusion of John Blain's 
evidence the enquiry was adjourned 
untll Monday afternoon. The witness 
had been under examination four hours. 
Fle gave his testimony in a atralght- 
forward manner and made no effort to 
keep anything back, as far as could 
be ascertained, and his story did not 
vary from what he has said ever 
the occurrence

the laws governing the sale of liquor 
is becoming more dungerous and uD 
profitabk A large number of “she 


beens’ have been suppressed, and the 
revenue authorities, as represented by 
Chief Legault, have ¢yrnced much ac- 
tivity during the past year, The sale 
of liquor during prohibited hours in 
hotels to others than bona fide gucsts 
remains a weak spot in the administra. 
lion, bul the most glaring difficulty is 
in connection with disorderly houses. 
In these places nearly every clause of 
the License Act is violated, Liquor is 


sold without Hcense, during prohibited 
hours, to intoxicated persons and to 
minors, Inquiry shows that the rev- 
enue authorities are fully aware of 
these facts, but have apparently been 
satisfied with the imposidon of a fine 
once or twice a year, virtually regarded 
by those fined as a license. ‘This is a 
state of affairs calling for a vigorous 
and determined protest from the citi- 
zens of Montreal. It bears more par- 
Ucularly on license holders, who are 
made subject to the full effect of the 
law. Strong representation has been 
made by the League to the Hon, Pro- 
Vincial Treasurer, and we have receiv- 
ed an assurance from him that action 
Will be taken, There is ample remedy in 
the present Act, which entails impn- 
sonment for a third conviction. One 
or to examples would produce an lm- 
mediate beneficial effect. Disorderly 
houses flourish, the report continues, 
with comparatively little restraint, al- 
though the League has been able to 
See some of the most disgraceful 
places,

Dush Lima Beaus, 


Our experience with the bush Limag 
shows once more that it takes years 
fa order to discover all the good and 
poor points about any new thing. At 
frst the bush limas were “just the 
Qing.” and ‘filled a long-felt want” 
We thought we could make them take 
the place of the pole Limas altogether, 
but now find that they will not do it. 
If we hed to dispens with elther 
kind, it would be with the bush limes, 
Which are not nearly so productive as 
the pole limas. One fault of Burpee'’s 
big bush lima ie that they. revert to 
the running type, and we have not 
been able to stop them even by the 
most careful removal of all plants 
show!ing thie tendenoy. The ndvantage 
of any lima bean however, Is that the 
time of gathering and murketing ex. 
tends over a long perlod. The crop is 
not a pewishable one. We can gather 
them as fast as we have a chance te 
sell tham, or time to gather and dis- 
pose of them, They hang on the vines, 
and even If we let them get ripe, we 
can still make use of them and get 
a good price for them The bush 
ttmas, even if net exactly what we 
want on our soll, may do first-rate for 
gardeners having rich, Iieht, warm 
loam.—T Grejner, tn Practica] Farmer.

WOOD STEALING. 

The charge ogiinat several young men 
for stealing wcol from the Rathbun wood- 
yard at the whacf was proceeded with this 
morning. 

John Smit and Fred Bird, the two men 
hired to watch the woodyard, swore that 
they saw men in the yard at the wood and 
carrying it off, Smith only recognized one 
of them, Steve Lynch. Speary 
Fredette swore that Daniel McGlynn told 
him that last winter he kept the Babcocks 
in wood and that this year he told him he 
would heep house and not buy a stick, 
He further stated that McGlynn was keep- 
ing house and told him that he had helpcd 
himself to wood from Rathbun’s yard. 

McGlynn swore that the statement made 
by Fredette was entirely false. The 
Crown Attorney made McGlynn acknow- 
ledge that Fredette had helped him (the 
witness) to put up a stove, but that at that 
time he had no wood, (McGlynnn had 
been convicted in the court before on the 
charge of theft.) He said all other state- 
ments than his were false. 

Steve Lyach said he had never been 
convicted on the charge of theft, but that 
on one occasion he did take a few ‘* laths,”’ 

Maggie Cousins swore that one night she 
met Lynch near the woodyard and that 
Lynch spoke to her. When Lynch was 
sworn he told the court he neyer spoke to

Mrs. Babcock swore that she remember 
ed the 20th of January; chat her son Jim 
never brought any stolen wood that she 
knew of to her house.

London, Feb. 6—In the House of 
Commons to-day Sir Michael K. Hicks- 
Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
announced that a further advance of 
Egyptian troops would be made to- 
Ward IKhartoum next season. 

4s regarded the action of the Egyp- 
tian trifsinals, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach continued, Great Britain would 
not be worrled out from her- policy 
When her mind was made up. He then 
proceeded to move a resolution grant- 
ing the sum of £798,000 to meet the 
cost of the Anglo-bgyptlan expedition 
to Dongola, Including the maintenance 
of the garrisons in the Soudan. 

The action of the mixed Court of 
Appeal in upsetting the judgment of 
the Egyptian Public Debt Commission 
in regard to setting aside certain 
Egypuan funds toward the expense 
of the Dongola expedition, he said, 
Was calculated to prolong British oc- 
cupation of Egypt. Great Britain had 
advanced the money to pay Bgypts 
share of the expenses, leaving Great 
Biitain and Egypt to mutually de- 
cide when the sum should be repaid. 





In the course of his remarks, Sir | 
Mik hael said that the occupation cof 
Egypt by Great Britain had been pro- } 


longed because France had not allow- 
ed the British to have as free a hand 
fs Was necessary, Great Britain, he 
added, intended to occupy Egypt until 
that country was able to’du without 
her. Moreover, it would be neeessary 
to reconsider the powers and authority 
of the Egyptian mixed tribunals, und 
to decide whether they should be al- 
lowed to interfere in such affairs as 
the cost of the recent Anglo-EgypUlan 
expedition, 

Right Hon. John Morley (Liberal) 
said that the remarks of the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer amounted to a 
challenge to France and Russia to take 
issue with Great Britain in the lat- 
ter’'s Egyptian policy. In view of the 
sensitive condition of Europe at the 
present time, he declared, nothing 
more rash could be uttered. 

Str Charles Dilke (Liberal) dénounc- 
ed the Egyptian policy of the Govern- 
ment, 

Sir William Harcourt, the leader of 
the Opposition, expressed regret at the 
unwise language and gratuitous pro- 
vocation of the powers which charac- 
terized the remarks of Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach. 

George N. Curzon, Under Foreign 
Secretary, sought to minimize the ef- 
fect of Sir Michael's language, and de- 
nied that It was in any way intended 
as a menace to France. 

Henry M. Stanley, the African ex- 
Plorer, Unionist member for North 
Lambeth, said that Great Britain was 
only doing in Egypt what Russia was 
doing in Siberia and France was do- 


ing between the Senegal and the Niger

‘This was too much, hence 4 crimi- 
nal suit ; and now Dr. Louis Frechette has 
instituted a civilaction for $50,000 against 
J. P. Tardivel, of La Vorite, for libel as a 
consequence of his criminal case.

THE REMOVAL OF QUARANTINE, 





A telegraphic despatch from Toronto 
intimates that, as a result of the raising of 
the U.S. cattle quarantine against Canada, 
some ten thousand stockers will be sent to 
the United States, via Buffalo chiefly, to 
be fattened for shipment to Great Britain, 
The realization of this expectation will bea 
result hardly looked for by Canadian advo- 
cates of the abolition of quarantine. When 
Great Britain scheduled Canadian cattlo it 
was felt that the stoppage of stocker ship- 
monts would be one of the good things 
blown by a bad wind. It would necessi- 
tate the fattening of all export animals in 
Canada, which would mean more money to 
the country from the trade. If a large ex- 
port trade in stockers is established with 
the States, shippers via Montreal will have 
to go to the States for some of their 
fat cattle, or see their business decline.” 
If this prediction be correct our cattle men 
will be fattening their stocks upon United 
States coarse grains, at the expense of our 
own farmers. This is one of the results of 
the adoption of the Patron platform.

The State of Trade. 


The generai conditions of trade are not as 
roseate as they should be, judging by infor- 
mation received from both iaekees and 
merchants during the past few days; and 
no improvement need be looked for until 
the uncertainty regarding the tariff chang- 
ey issctatrest,and our merchants know 
what to do in providing for their future re- 
quirements. For the past eight 
months the commercial community 
have been kept in a state of sus- 
pense, enterprise has been retarded, 
and general business throughout the coun- 
try bas been handicapped; and not until 
the changes in the duties are arranged or 
cieoeaee can we hope for an tter- 
ment inthe present adverse conditions of 


trade and commerce, Business embar- 
rassments and failures have been 
above the normal, and unless things 


improve shortly, other concerns who are 
being nursed by the banks will 
have to go under. These are the plain facts 
of the case, and the sooner the true state 


of affatrs is recognized by the present 
Ministry the better will it be for 
them and the country at large. In 


order to imparta better tone to business 
and lofuse fresh confidence into the com- 
mercial arena, it is imperative that an 
end be put to the present uncertainty 
regarding tariff matters, by the Govern- 
ment announcing the Intended changes at 
the earliest moment possible. Until this Is 
done it will be vain to expect any lasting 
improvement in mercantile affairs. And con- 
sidering how alight an impotus in the wrong 
direction would involve us in a business 
crisis which it might take years to emerge 
from, it Is scarcely within the realms of the 
credible, that the Government will make any 
material changes inthe present fiscal polley 
of the country, lest the result might empha- 
size the depression in trade and eventually 
seal the doom of the present Ministry. For 
the good of the Government and the people 
whatever changes are contemplated should 
be known as quickly as possible.—Trade 
Bulletin,

matter.

A despatch from Athens to the Cen- 
tral News says that the Greek Gov- 
ernment has asked the Chamber to 
grant a credit of 100,000 drachmas to 
be deyoted to the support of the Cre- 
tans who are fleeing to Greece owing 
to the disturbances in Crete. 


Prince George, second son of the 
King of Greece, will command the 
Grecian torpedo fleet, which is in 


readiness to start for Crete. 

The Standard’s Athens correspondent 
telegraphs that sailors were landed 
from the foreign vessels in the harbor 
of Canea to prevent the entire destrust- 
tion of that city by the incendiary tires 
that were started on Friday, The 
flames were not subdued until they 
had burned for 36 hours, The despatch 
adds that a number of Turks, aided 
by the troops, have marched to Ha- 
lepa, which place is defended by Chris- 
tians.

THE POLYGLOT PETITION, 


The celebrated Polyglot Petition which 
isthe crowaing effort of Miss Francis 
Willard’s noble career, will be handed 
down as the most tremendous pronounce- 
ment of women all the world over against 
that fearful trinity of evils, drink, impurity 
and opium. Those who saw it festooned 
round the Royal Albert Hall, on the 
occasion of the meeting of the Biennial 
Council World’s W.C.T.U., in London, 
will not readily forget the sight. Present- 
edalready to the President of Uuited 
States and received by him, Miss Willard’s 
great desire was that in some way it 
should receive recognition from Her 
Majesty, who as Queen of Great Britain 
and Empress of India, ruled over not only 
the Motherland, but the Greater Britain 
in the colonies, so largely represented in 
the Petition. Lady Henry Somerset, with 
characteristic taste, had the signatures of 
all her Majesty's subjects minutely photo- 


graphed, the volumes were magnificently 
bound in royal blue and gold, embossed 
with the monogram of the B.W.T.A., and 
clasped with heavy gold clasps, An illum- 
inated address set forth the purpose 
of the petitioners, and this address, 
with other beautiful devices, was embodied 
in the volumes. Her Majesty, the Queen, 
was approached on the subject, and for 
some time anxiety was felt as to whether 
she would receive such a petition. These 
fears, however, passed away when the 
royal assent was given, and as an addition- 
alhonor Her Majesty commanded that her 
assont should be published far and wide.

aching are their first teeth, But if 
they could see thedr condition as I have 
they would do something to prevent It. 

I sent out letters to the leading 
cities in Canada and the United States 
asking what these cities were doing 
for the preservation of the teeth of 
the children of the poor. The replies 
so far received are that there Js not 
anything being done, except in_ the 
few cities where they have an infirm- 
ary connected with a dental college, 
and these infirmaries are not open ali 
day, nor al] the year; so that even in 
these cities there ig not much work 
done for the children of the poor, In 
all of the other cltles they are utterly 
neglected. 

For the past 24 years, in addition to 
caring for the teeth of the children in 
my regular practice, I have, with the 
aid of assistants, carried on dental 
bospital work among the children of 
the poor, filling the teeth free for as 
many such chidren as I could gather 
in. Beside this I have examined the 
teeth of large numbers of children in 
the public schools of leading cities of 
Canada. I have, furthermore, exam- 
ined the teeth of the Indian tribes on 
the Georgian Bay, and of hundreds 
of children just out from England, be- 
sides a number from Synia, Russia 
and Japan. The examination of so 
many thousands of children, compris- 
ing those of different natioQ¥alities, has 
given me an exceptional opportunity 
of noting the condition and the change 
that is taking place in thelr teeth. I 
shall not here touch upon the cause, 
but shall confine myself to the condi- 
tion as I find it, and to the only pre- 
sent practical remedy. 

I find that children’s teeth decay at 
a much earHer period than they did 
formerly, and that the qualkty of the 
teeth is so much inferior that unless 
they are filled as soon as they begin 
to decay, and while the cavities are 
small, they are soon past all hopes of 
being saved. I am speaking of the 
permanent teeth—not only of the six- 
year molars, but also of the 12-year 
molars, bicuspids and superior incisors, 
which now very frequently begin to 
decay within a year or two after be- 
ing erupted. I have examined the 
teeth of a large number of adults 
from 50 to 70 years of age, who have 
first-class sets of teeth, far better 
now than 95 per cent. of the children 
of to-day, In every city I visited I 
fround the teeth of the children In the 
same neglected condition. Though al- 
ost every child had teeth requiring 
to be filled, there were not 5 per cent, 
who had any filling done. I found 
only one child whose teeth had been 
filled at the right time; the rest had 
been neglected until they were very 
far gone, and were hardly worth be- 
ing filled, showing that their parents 
were not :ystematic in attending to 
them, but only did so when the chil- 
dren had suffered very much, I did 
not find in the schools 3 per cent. of 
the children with as good tceth as I 
have at 57 years of age. 

In every kindergarten I examined I 
found many of the chitdren with from 
two to four of their permanent teeth 
decayed, I cannot, by words, ploture 
the exceedingly unhealthy condition 
of the teeth and mouths of a large 
percentage of the children In the va- 
rioug sohools I examined. About 1 to 
5 per cent. of the children had sound 
teis of teeth; 15 per cent. had teeth 
fairly good, but some of them requir- 
ing to be fled; about 60 per cent. had

POPE LEO XIill. 





An Excellent Pleture of the Pontiff by 
Viscomte FE. Melchior de Vogue, 


Vicomte E, Melchior de Vogue pre- 
sents an excellent picture of Pope Leo 
XIII. Vieomte de Vogue has for many 
years occupled an advantageous posi- 
tion for observing the pontiff, and this 
sketch is of an intimate nature, trac- 
ing the development of the character 
of the man and describing his labors 


in restoring the temporal power of 
the papacy. The long reign of Pius 
IX. drained the papal throne of its 
energies, and his liberal concessions 
in the reconstitution of Italy re- 
sulted in dispossession. Pius “had 


imprinted upon catholicism a spirit of 
uncompromising mysticism, of surly 
opposition to every idea of the age.” 
Leo upon his accession opened nego- 
tintions with the various governments 
and compelled the attention of the 
world. He demonstrated early his re- 
markable ability as a politiclan and a 
diplomat, which has restored the pres- 
tige and moral power of catholicism. 

Vicomte de Vogue says: 

“My friend Paul Bourget defines the 
American as ‘a man who invariably 
uses the newest method.’ This js also 
the dominant trait in the character of 
Leo XIII. Within the measure permit- 
ted him by a heavy chain of tradi- 


tions, he does not hesitate to grasp 
the most moderp weapons in defence 


of his ancient faith; and this deliber- 
ate boldness explains his penchant for 
the American character. Yet in those 
very innovations which most alarm 
his timid advisers he is coneclous of 
being far less an innovator than a re- 
storer of forgotten traditions, He re- 
lies upon the examples set by the 
great popes of the middle ages, who, 
in their day, came down to the market 
place, stirred the crowds, and led the 
people on to new horizons,” 
Describing an interview 
pope, the writer says: 
“The visitor is admitted in his turn 
into a &mall salon, draped with yellow 
silk; a crucifix hangs upon the wall; 
several chairs are ranged along the 
two sides of the room; at the back, be- 
neath a canopy of crimson damask, a 
pale, white form is seated on a gilded 
chair. It is the embodiment of the 
spirit which animates all the spiritual 
governors spread over the planet; 
which unceasingly follows them to 
each inquletude, to all the sufferings 
whose distant plaint reaches his ear. 
So slight, so frall; ke a soul draped 
in a white shroud! And yet, as one 
approaches him, this incorporeal being, 
who appoared so feeble when seen 
standing at the services In the Sistine 
chapel, assumes an extraordinary in- 
tensity of existence. All the Hfe has 
centered in the hands grasping the 
arms of the chair, In the plercing 
eyes, In the warmth and strength of 
the volce. Seated and animated In 
conversation, Leo XIIT. scema twenty 
yoars younger, He talks freely, easi- 
ly; he quostions the speaker by word 
and look: eager for detaila of the 
country under discuswion, of its proml-

Are there any of our readera to 
Whom this name ds unfamillar? asks 
th Canadian Grocer. In there any 
one in Canada of the age of ten years 
ond upwards Who has not heard of 
ik. B. Eddy of Hull, the great matoh- 
maker, the owner of the mammoth 
woodenware factories, the king of the 
lunmrber trade of the Ottawa? Aa well 
might we ask, is there anyone in this 
country a stranger to the use of 


matches? 

Mr. BE. B. Eddy was born in Bristol, 
Vt., In 1827, and comes of the histori 
Mayflower stock, boing a direct de- 
scendant of that doughty warrior but 
luckless wooer, Milles Standish. His 
wife, to whom he was married in 1846, 
is a native of the same town, and Is 
the granddaughter on her father's 
alde, of John Arnold, of Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, Germany. Mr. Eddy came 
to Canada and settled in Hull with his 
wife and family, in 1851 He beran 
making matches there in a small way 
in 1844, and from that modest begin- 
ning have arisen the immense fac- 
tories, mills, storehouses, offices, lum- 
ber yards, etc,, that cover scores and 
scores of acres, conmyprising nearly the 
Whole water front and water power 
on the north side of the Chaudiere 
Falls, from a little below the C.P.R. 
bridge down the niver to opposite Ne- 
pean Point. In 1856 he added the manu- 
facture of palls, tubs, washboards, 
etc., to his then growing business, In 
1858 he went into sumber, bought large 
tracts of timber lands, put up huge 
sawmills, planing mills, sash and door 
factory and box factory. 

In 1873, 1874 and 1875, when commer- 
celal disaster wrecked so many strong 
houses, he did not escape injury, the 
whole lumbering industry being utterly 
prostrated. As times improved again 
his business increased, so that when in 
the fall of 1882 a terrible fire totally 
destroyed some $250,000 worth of his 
mills, factories and plants, it still left 
him with two sawmills and not leas 
than $150,000 worth of factories, plant 
and supplies to go on with and hold 
his trade together till he could re- 
tnieve. As an illustration of his cool- 
ness, courage and promptness to meet 
an emergency, we give the following 
—one of a hundred similar character- 
istic anecdotes of him that could be 
told by many of his intimate friends. 
The night the mills were burned Mr. 
Eddy was in Quebec, and was awak- 
ened to receive a telegram from his 
office at Hull, to say that all his mills 
and factories on the west side of 
Bridge-street were on fire, others en- 
dangered, and asking what should be 
done, and when he should return. 
Without a moment's delay he tele- 
graphed back: ‘Put out tbe fire, clear 
nu debris, prepare to build. I'll be home 
to-morrow.” Thirty years’ work swept 
away in one night would have dis- 
heartened most men, but with Mr. 
Eddy the disaster was hardly allowed 
to Interrupt businesa There was 
practically no stoppage of his bus!l- 
ness, certainky there was no damper 
on his pluck and energy. Rebuilding 
began. before the burnt works were 
cold. All calls for goods were sup- 
plied, and In less than six months 
two enormous new stone sawmills, a 
lange stone box factory, stone pall and 
tub factory, stone planing mill, sash, 
door and blind factory, magnificent 
stone offices and spacious stone ware- 
houses, machine and blacksmith shops, 
etc., etc., stood in place of the former 
wooden buidings. Tramways were 
laid, two locomotives wer bought, and 
in May, '83, the whole industry was In 
full blast again, sawing 70,000,000 feet 
of lumber per season, chopping 700,- 
000 to 800,000 logs each winter, using 
15,000,000 feet of kammber per year In 
the box factory, making over 10,000,- 
000 feet of lumber yearly into doors, 
sash and flooring, turning out 100 doz- 
en pails and tubs and 2.000 gross (8,000 
wooden boxes or 286,000 small paper 
boxes) of matches per day—the whole 
giving employment to some 4,000 to

4,500 men, Women and children, with a 
pay sheet that often amounted to $60,- 
000 per month, 

In ‘86 these vast businesses and va- 
ried industries were consolidated un- 
der a charter of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, and in '87, Mr, Eddy became and 
remains the president and managing 
director of the E. B. Eddy Co. In ‘87 
the indurated fibreware factory was 
added. ‘This was followed in ‘88 by 
the erection of the wood pulp mill, In 
March, ‘89, the first stone was laid by 
Mr. Eddy for the erection of what Is 
already one of the most important of 
all his works, viz., the vast plant for 
making sulphite fibre (a substitute 
for linen in paper making), In De- 
cember of the same year this mill was 
completed, and has been since turn- 
ing out fbre to dts full capacity. When 
it is considered that the buildings, 
machinery, plant, ete., for this ven- 
ture cost close to, if not quite or over, 
$250,000, our readers will sce what de- 
cision, energy, nerve and brain work 
it took to do so much, to do it so well, 
and in so short a time. Are the 
questions asked, “How can Mr, Pddy 
create and manage all these works? 
How does he find a market for all the 
goods his factories turn out day by 
day, year by year? How has he be- 
come so successful?’ Those who know 
him personally don't ask these ques- 


tions. To those who havo not this 
pleasure-—we may siy privilege—the 
answer is; Added to his natura) and 


his cultivated gift of energy, courage, 
confidence, shrewdness, wit and gen- 
eralship, and his well-known prompt- 
ness and uprixhtness in business, is 
an extraordinarily powerful influence 
of peronal magnetism that iInapires 
with confidence and imbues with his

ONTARIO’S GAME LAW. 





In recommending that the killing of door 
in the water—which was prohibited by tho 
amendment to the gamo laws that they 
recommended last year - allowing two deer 


to each hunter, the Ontario Fish and 
Game Commissioners haye mado a grave 
mistake and done much to destroy their 
usefulness. 
The reason advanced in 1896 by the 
Commissioners for the abolition of water- 
_ killing, was that to> many deer were killed, 
and that if it were allowed for a fow years 
longer the deer herd would bo virtually 
wiped out. Yet in 1897 we find the 
same Commissioners recommending that 
the very provision of the law which they 
eve jae previous declared would have 





such an undesirable result, be re-enacted. 


Surely no action more inconsistent or self- 
condemnatory could have been taken by 
the Commissioners. It shows that those 
‘gentlemen could not haye believed the 
statements which they put forth ofticially 
on behalf of their last year’s action, and 
the only inference deducible from this fact 
is that they understand the consequences 
of their new departure ; and that they lack 
firmness. 

Had they, as proposed by the deer 


; ] “hunters of Belleville, recommended that 
gach hunter be restricted to ono deer, that 


water killing be allowed and that the sale 
of venison be prohibited, they would haye 
taken highly efficient steps for the preser- 
vation of the deer herd—for they know 
that the greatest destruction is wrought by 
the poachers who kill the animals out of 
e One of these butchers, who lives 
in this county, boasted that he had killed 
seventy deer last season, despite the law. 
Tf the sale of venison were prohibited, for 
& time at least, the occupation of such 
law breakers would be gone. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Bigyar will, 
as he indicated, introduce a Bill on the 
subject.

S00'S TRAFFIC, 


The latest official reports show that the 
traffic through the Sault Ste. Marie canals, 
Csnadian and United States, from the 
Opening of navigation 1896, has exceed- 
ed that of any former year by about ono 
and a quarter millions of tons. ‘The total 
freight through both canals during tho 
season of 1896 was 16,239,061 net tons, ox- 
ceeding all previous rscords by nearly one 
million and a quarter tons. But there was 
# reduction of 2,383,556 tons in the freight 
passage through the United States canal 
as against that for the season of 1895, a 
result ovidently due to the fact that the 
Canadian canal has not heretofore partici- 
pated in the traflic during an entire sea- 
son of navigation. 

Estimating the value of freight passing 
through the canals at the unit used last sea- 
son it would aggregate $186,153,429, an 
increase of $26,578,299 as compared with 
last season. No better evidence can be 
given of the growth of the trade of the con- 
tinent west of the Sault Ste. Mary's Canal, 
and oftho wisdom of the policy of the 
Canadian Government in determining, 
when threatened by the United Statea 
with non-intercourse, to construct a canal 
on the north side of the river, thereby 
placing Canada in a position of absolute in- 
dependence of any sudden unfriendly 
action on the part of our neighbors,

In 
the same way, the darker the color of 
a soll the more rapidly do the sun's 
rays warm it, while light-colored soils 
become warmed only slowly. The davk 
color of soils is generally due to the 
presence of decomposed organic mat- 
ter. Hence solis rich in humus are 
generally warm soila—Western Plow- 
man.

It was suggested to Mr, Davies that 
the American farmers along the north- 
ern frontier would protest vigorously 
against any reciprocity which included 
an exchange of the natural products 
of the soil. 

“But,” interjected Sir Richard, “our 
people raise the same objection, Our 
“agriculturists fear American competi- 
tion quite as strongly as the American 
farmers fear Canadian competition. 
During the past three months, while 
our Tarif!’ Commission was giving its 
hearings at Ottawa, we were constant- 
ly reminded that American compeu- 
tion would be fatal to Canadian Inter- 
ests. The Canadians living in the 
Niagara peninsula were most insistent 
that the barriers should not be thrown 
down. They asserted that the Amer!- 
can grape and the American straw- 
berry would, if protection were re- 
moved, flood our country and destroy 
their interests.”’ 

“Similar abjecUons were made by 
our farmers with reference to a free 
exchange of other products. The truth 
is," continued Sir Richard, “the 
quality of some of our articles Is su- 
perior to yours. On the other hand, 
the Americang raise certain articles 
wihich are superior in quality to ours, 
For example, our wheat is better In 
quality, generally speaking, than that 
of America. Your corn is superior to 
ours. This is true of a large num- 
ber of articles. Those natural pro- 
ducts which develop better in a warm- 
er climate are superior on your side 
of the line to ours. Other products of 
the soll, which are more natural to a 
cold climate, are produced better by 
us. There igs no reason why the peo- 
ple of both countries should not en- 
joy the superior products of Canada 
and America at the lowest price in- 
stead of purchasing an inferior ar- 
ticle for the same money.” 

“Laying aside the question of na- 
tural products, ta what extent would 
the manufacturers of the United States 
be benefited by such an arrange- 
ment?" Sir Richard was asked. 

“The trade of the United States with 
Canada,” replied Sir Richard, “would 
be greatly stimulated. We are to-day 
your best customers. We purchase 
more largely per capita in the Ame- 
rican market than Great Britain does. 
Our trade with the United States ag- 
gregates $100,000,000, of which the larg- 
er share is in favor of the United 
States, Under the stimulus of recl- 
| procity this trade could be expanded to 
$300,000,000 a year, with the same rela- 
tive advantage on the side of the 
United States. We estimate it this 
way: We have a population of five 
‘millions of people, which is equal to 
the population of one of your larger 
States, There is little, if any, differ- 
ence between the two peoples. We 
speak the same tongue, we are des- 
cendants of the same race, the climatic 
and sol] conditions are similar, and 
there is no difference In femperament 
and feeling. Your statistics show that 
the trade in this country between two 
States having populations of five mil- 
lions each amounts annually to about 
$300,000,000, I think trade between the 
States and Canada, with a liberal 
measure of reciprocity, would equal, if

“Our largest trade with the United 
States," replied Sir Richard, “is in 
these articles. We purchase compara- 
tively few manufactured products 
from Great Britain, We purchase 
from the home country our woolen 
manufactures, a certain brand of ex- 
tra fine prints, cotton cloths and books 
of a certain quality, This practically 
covers our trade with Great Britain. 
On the other hand, nearly everything 
We need in the line of manufactures 
would, under reciprocity, come from 
this side of the line. Our manufac- 
turers would naturally protest against 
this competition, but that Is to be ex- 
pected. I might observe in this connec- 
tion that our trade with Great Britain 
has suffered a steady decline. During 
the 26 years I have been in Parlia- 
ment it has decreased from $68,000,000

The Ways and Means Commitice Increases 
the Duty na Fractlou—It ts to bo 
1 1-2 Cents a Pound. 


Washington, Fob. 8—The Republican 
members of the Ways and Means Commit 
tee held unother session to-day, which was 
devoted mainly to the consideration of Ute 
iron and steel schedule in the new Tarif 
Bill, A slight Increase was made In the 
duty on tin plate, which Is fixed In the 
present Jaw at 1 1-5 cents a pound, The 
manufacturers have asked for a rate of 2 
cents a pound, but the committee felt that 
144 cents a pound would be a sufficient pro- 
tection and the duty was placed at that 
figure. 

In the McKinley law the duty was fixed 
at 22-10 cents a pound. Iron ore, pig iron, 
bay Iron and steel rails were left at the 
present rate, 

A tentative agreement was also made 
with reference to cotton tles, which m 
the new bill will pay 1 1-10 per cent, ad- 
ditional to the rate Imposed on the tron 
from which they are made.

Winntipegecrs are Net All of One Minad— 
Parmers Want Wheat and 
Flour Protected 


Winnpes, Feb. 8.—(Special.)—At the 
opening session of the Dominion Tariff 
Commission here to-day the elevator 
men made a demand for the reduction 
of the duty on gasoline, claiming that 
With gasoline power they could operate 


the clevators at a cost of one cent 
per bughel, as compared with two cents 
per buShel for steam power, They 


said the farmers would get the benelit 


Dairymen asked that the duty.be 
taken off cream separators, which 


could not be manufactured in Canada, 

The deputation of the wholesale fruit 
dealers of Winnipeg asked that Am- 
erican fruit be admitted to Canada 
free. They declared that after re- 
peated experiments it was found abso- 
lutely impossible to import to Mani- 
toba either Ontario or British Colum- 
bia fruit, the one item of apples aione 
being excepted. 

The Northwest Patrons of Industry, 
through their president, J. K. McInnes, 
demanded tariff for revenue only, and 
vigorously comdemned the policy of 
protection. 

R. H. Williams, President of the Re- 
gina Board of Trade, on behalf of that 
body, asked for the abolition of the 
duties on Wagons, cotton, coal oil, agri- 
cultural implements and other articles 
used by settlers. 

At the afternoon session J. H. Ash- 
down, ex-president of the Winnipeg 
Bourd of Trade, dealt with the duties 
on hardware and building materials, 
urging reductions, 

F. W. Thompson, manager of the 
Ogilvie Milling Company, adduced ar- 
gaments in support of maintaining the 
duty on wheat and flour in the inter- 
est of farmers as well as millers. 

A farmers’ delegation presented a 
largely signed memorial declaring it 
Wwoule be disastrous to take the duty 
off wheat and grain. 

Another delegation asked that the 
duty on pig iron be maintained, also 
the bounty of two dollars per ton. 

The tariff inquiry goes on to-morrow 
morning. A delegation of forty re- 
presentative farmers, one from each 
Manitoba electoral district, will then 
be heard.

The full court has refused the final 
application of counsel for the Liberals 
to extend the time for the Marquette 
election trial, and Dr. Roche is con- 
firmed in his seat.

Brunswick 0.8, Manitaba 1.9, P.B.1. 0.1, 


Britian Columbia 11.5, and Territories 
714A.

The percentage of population by pro- 
Vinces Is: Ontario 63.9, Quebec 30.7,

bia 2.0 and the Territories 2.0. 

The table relating to the clyll con- 
ditions of the people snows that there 
are for the Dominion 5.6 persons to a 
house, 5.2 persons to a family, and one 
family to a house, The percentage of 
houses in Canada having one storey is 
63.5, two storeys 33.6, three storeys 2.5 
and four storeys 0.4. Out of every 
thousand in the population there are 
509.1 males and 490.9 females ; 328.6 are 
married, 39.7 widowed and 631.7 child- 
ren and unmarried. The proportion of 
French Canadians is given as 290.7 per 
thousand, 

The various religious denominations 
are represented In Canada by the fol- 
lowing proportions per thousand of the 








population: Roman Catholics 412.2, 
Methodists 175.6, Presbyterians 156.2, 


Church of England 183.7, Baptists 62.9, 
Lutherans 13.2, other denominations 
27.7, and not specified 18.5. 

The places of birth of the people per 
thousand are given as follows: Born 
in Canada 866.0, in Great Britain and 
Ireland 99.0, in other British p°sses- 
sions 2.6, in the United States 16.8, in 
Germany 5.8, in Scandinavia, Poland 
and Russia 3.6, in China 1.9, in France 
1.1, in other countries 2.5. 

The urban population in 1891 was 28.7 
per cent,, and the rural 71.3 per cent.

United States papers on the Pacific 
Coast are once more handling the 
Alaska boundary question, poinUng out 
an alleged disagreement between the 
Canadian and American surveyors and 
the possibility of friction before an 
agreement is reached. All this talk 
is mere guess work. A comparison of 
the two surveys show that at Forty- 
Mile Creek, Fort Cudahy, the largest 
Settlement on the Yukon, the IM4lst 
meridian, the international boundary 
as run by the American surveyors only 
shows a difference of six feet from 
that defined by Mr. William Ogilvie, 
the well-known Canadian surveyor. 
At another point, where there are nei- 
ther mines nor populatron, there was & 
difference of 600 feet in the two sur- 
veys, but in this case the United States 
gave Canada credit for 200 yards more 
territory than Mr, Ogilvie did. All 
along where the line has been-run the 
difference is so small comparatively 
that it is thought in official circles here 
there will be very little difficulty in 
reaching an agreement. 

The Journal has a very sympathetic 
reference to the late Patents Commis- 
stoner Pope, who died yesterday and 
was a native of Toronto, It says: “In 
addition to his enlightened and far- 
seeing views of the place the 
mineral wealth of Canada held in any 
plans for development of his country, 
Mr. Pope had patriotic views of what 
constituted duty to the land of his 
birth. When, in the last days of No- 
Vember, 1861, Captain Wilkes of the 
United States steamer San Jacinto 
boarded the British Royal mail steam- 


er Trent and forcibly carried off 
Messrs, Mason and Slidell, Commis- 
sloners of the Confederate States, 


Sreat was the excitement throughout 
the United Kingdom, Canada and the 
United States. ReJoicings on a large 
scale were indulged in all over the 
Northern States, Withm a month a 
firm despatch from the British Goy- 
ernment was in the hands of the Pre- 
Sident in Washington. English troop 
aod mail steamers were carrying sol- 


diers toCunada. Halifax and St. An- 
drew’s and Woodstock, N. B., were 
full of troops hurrying iby forced 


marches In the winter through New 
Prunswick to Quebec and the martial 
spirit of Canadians was aroused at 
the very earliest information of the 
outrage. Mr. Pope at once saw the

Any material that 
absorbs and eliminates molsture re- 
luctantly is not suitable for skin cov- 
ering, while the one that most readily 
absorbs moisture and dries most rapld- 
ly is the most perfect for this purpose. 
While wool absorbs moisture, especial- 
ly in the form of vapor, slowly, it 
holds a large quantity and dries very 
slowly. On the other hand, linen ab- 
sorbs moisture almost immediately and 
dries quickly, Silk ranks next to linen 
in hygenic qualities. It absorbs mols- 
ture and dries less readily than linen, 
hut more rapidly than wool. 

The longer a woollen garment Is 
worn the more unhygienic it becomes; 
for the shrinking, milling process that 
it undergoes in washing decreases more 
and more its porosity and air-holding 
capacity. The air held In a garment 
is the real protective agent, consequ- 
ently the textures which are most 
easily permeated by air keep one 
warmest, For this reason a porous 
linen is more hygienic than a smooth

Chicago, Feb. 9.—By authority of the 
Board of Managers of the Joint Traf- 
fic Association, the Chicago Committee, 
composed of all eastern roads having 
charge of the terminals, gave notice to- 
day of new rates on wool, the schedule 
including all important cities of the 
east.

torla, Vancouver and New Westmin- 
ster may be placed within easy reach 
of the great mining camp.

BUFFAL OCATTLE MEN* REJOICE 


Because They Can Now Get Good Canadian 
Beof Without the Quarantine 
Obstruction. 


Buffalo, Feb. 9.—The cattle dealers 
of Buffalo and vicinity are jubilant 
over the abrogation of quarantine of 
Canadian cattle, which went into ef- 
fect Feb. 1. 

The act passed by Congress a year 
ago requiring all importations of cat- 
tle to be held in quarantine 90 days, 
proved detrimental to the live stock in- 
terest of Buffalo. In fact, Canadian 
consignments became very few. 

A member of the firm of Woltz, 
Hughes, Swope & Benstead stated that 
it had been more profitable for Cana- 
dian breeders to fatten their stock and 
ship it to England than to allow it to 
remain in quarantine 90 days at thelr 
expense. Continuing, he said; “Last 
Monday we received 40 cars of horned 
cattle from Canada, the largest ship- 
ment that has been received here un- 
der the new law."’ The major part of 
this shipment was for stocking pur- 
poses, and 20 carloads have been ship- 
ped as far west as Wilmington, Ohio, 
something never before heard of. All 
this goes to show that the live stock 
market of the United States is at pre- 
Sent very low. American breeders 
have told me that if they could secure 
cattle they could fatten them with but 
little expense, as they now have on 
hand hundreds of bushels of corn go- 
ing to waste for the want of cattle to 
feed. 

At the East Buffalo yards business 
{s brisk, as buyers are coming here 
trom all parts of the country and the 
new regulations will not only prove a 
benefit to the shippers and consigners, 
but to the consumers.

Strikers Attuck the Policco and a Bloody

Hamburg, Feb. 9.—Ever since the de- 


cision of a majority of the men whe 
took part in the great strike here of 
dock laborers and others employed in 


the shipping trade to return to work, 
there

The police were rapidly getting the 
worst of the contest, they being greatly 
outnumbered by the raging mob of 
rioters, whose numbers were quickly 
swelled, not only by genuine working 
men, but by the hordes of vicious id- 
lars about the harbor, who were only 
too anxious under the circumstances 
to engage with their natural enemies, 
the police, The latter at first attempt- 
ed to get the mob to disperse by the 
use of mild means, but these proving 
unavailing, sabres were drawn, and or- 
ders given to charge the mob The 
rioters,some of whom were armed with 
revolvers, while others had bludgeons 


and stones for weapons, held thelr 
Ground tenaciously, and made a des- 
perate resistance, which the police 


were unable to overcome.’ 

Eventually reinforcements were re- 
ceived in response to the urgent call 
of the officer tn command4 of the police, 


and finally the rioters were dispersed 
with great difficulty, Later crowds of 
workingmen gathered in Sanct Paull, 
Wilthelmsburg and Altona, all of which 
places are practically parts of Ham- 
burg, and threatened vengeance on the 
police. The intter, fearing that there

Mr. Herbert 
was transferred to Calgary from North Bay 
in Juno, 1895, He has beon twelve years 
in the immigration service. His record, | 
says tho Herald, as eatablished by depart- 
mental roporta, frequent newspaper 
tributes, and by the unanimous verdict of } 
those brought in contact with him, is that | 
of an eminently ofticient, hardworking |! 
courteous public servant. His knowledge 
and experience in sickness among immi 
grants prompted the department in 1803 
to supply him with a stock of palliatives 
and other medicines for use in that work. 
His worth as an immigrant officer may be 
judged from the fact that he understands 
several foreign languages. The following 
description of an episode in which Mr. 
Herbert acted a hero's part, is taken from 
the North Bay Despatch of June, 1895; — 

‘May, 1885, he entered the immigra- 
tion service at Winnipeg, remaining there 
until he was transferred to North Bay in 
December, 1892. During the following 
April he was in charge of a train of immi- 
grants on their way to Manitoba when 
amallpox broke out among them, being 
discovered just after they had been trans- 
ferred to the next division at Fort William, 
and outside of Mr. Herbert's range of 
responsibility.

** Provincial Rights ’’—‘* No Coercion” 
—** French Domination" ~are all bars in 
that discordant chorus which the Reform 
party chants so lustily when in Opposition, 
but whispers never so gently when in 
power.

In fact, it is even pre- 
dicted that the dry, cold, clear air of 
the arctic, keen and free from germs, 
will, before long, be recommended for 
ailments springing from week chests.

Housekeeping Notes. 


Sir Francis Crulse recommends the 
use of the sand bath for the common 
oven for potatoes as preferable to 
either bolling or steaming, on the 
ground that a much higher tempera- 
ture can be used by the first method 
and a more thorough cooking of the 
stanch grains brought about. Many 
delicate patients «an use baked pota- 
toes who cannot touch them when 
boiled 

The wick of a lamp which has be- 
come short may have a new one darn- 
ed to the lower end, and in that way 
be entirely used up. instead of being 
thrown away. Wicks should always 
be long and the lamps kept as full 
as possible and not to run over. 

In the cleaning of a stove if a Httle 


soap is used it will lighten the labor, 


Wet a flannel cloth and rub it over a 
plece of soap; then dip the cloth into 
the stove polish and rub over the 
stove; finish with a dry cloth or brush. 
It is said that polish will last much 
longer than ff used without soap. 





Removing Stains, 


Varnish or paint stains should first 
be covered with butter or sweet oll, and 
then rubbed with turpentine. If it Is 
an old stain, the turpentine may be 
replaced by chloroform, which must, of 
course, be used with great precaution. 
Fruit stains will generally yield if you 
rub according to the grain of the ma- 
terial, with a little salt and water, 
Sherry will take out claret stains, if 
they are rubbed gently. Blood stains 
shouk! be soaked with petroleum, and 
then washed In warm water. It-is said 
that no stain will resist the following 
recipe: 

Put into a large bottle two quarts 
of clean spring water, add a plece of 
white amber the size of a walnut, a 
plece of potash as bilge as a hazel nut, 
and two lemons out into slices. Let 
it stand 24 hours, then strain and keep 
it In well-corked bottles. Damp the 
stain with this preparation and rub 
the place with fresh water directly 
afterward, 





Some Praotical Points 

Goatskin rugs can be cleaned by rub- 
bing with a soft rag wet in naphtha. 
No gas should be lighted In the room 
evhen it is belng done, and the rag 
should be hung in the alr aftenward 
thil the oder disappears, 

The following treatment is recom- 
mended for neuralgia: Heat a freestone 
and roll It in a cloth; then wet one 
side of it, pour over it a teaspoonful 
of essence of peppermint, lay the face 
on fit, and wrap the head in flannel. 

A silver polish can be made by mix- 
ing a few drops of ammonia with 
whiting, and adding enough weter to 
the whole to make ét the consistency of 
cream It can be bottled, and If cork- 
ed tightly wil keep as long as desir- 
ed. It cleans silver without hard rub- 
bing.

Pattullo Made a Capital 
Maiden Speech. 


Mr. John Auld, the New Member fer South 
Essex, Seconded the Address-The Op- 
Position Leader Spenks—VPatron Leader 
Maycock Gave Some Tay, But With 
Reserve—Mind Words for the Late Mr.

Toronto, Feb. 12. 

After the usual preliminary routine 
at the Provincial Legislature yester- 
day afternoon, Mr. Whitney, leader of 
the Opposition, interrogated the Gov- 
ermment respecting the changes which 
had taken place in the Cabinet since 
the last session. He voiced the desire 
of the general public, as well as the 
Opposition, in asking that the Attor- 
mey-General would favor the House 
with as full and complete information 
@s might be possible, having regard 
to the circumstances in which he 
found himself placed. For some lime 


past, since the accession of his hon- 
Olable triend the Attorney-General to 
power as leader of hig party and the 
Government of the province, a& great 
many rumors had been heard as to the 
time at which the general election will 
be helu; as to whether this Parla- 
ment would be allowed to live out the 
full length of its life, as limited by the 
law. To vhe personal knowledge of the 
Speaker, statements have been made 
by the supporters and friends of the 
honoiabie leader that the general elec- 
Uon wiil take place in the month of 
June next; at any event, if not then, 
later in the year. On the other hand, 
men high in the counsel and confi- 
dence of honorable members on the 
Government benches have given the 
statement a positive denial. It js a 
matter that interests the people, and 
if there is.any doubt or uncertainty 
respecting it the people are entitled to 
@s full information on the Subject as 
can be reasonably given. The speaker 
quoted an interview with the Attorney- 

eneral which appeared in The Globe 
newspaper a month or #ix weeks ago, 
in which the honorable gentieman de- 
nied any truth in the statement that 
the House wag to be dissolved imme- 
diately after the next session.

Great biitain, Canada and the Uni- 
ted States constitute a people kindred 
in origin, in language, and should be 
kindred in thought, and sentiment, and 
linked together in bonds of perpetual 
friendship. There are some sinister 
influences at work which may possibly 
defeat the objects of those good and 
true men who have arranged the 
treaty, but whatever the result the 
people of England will have the proud 
consciousness of having done their 
duty and strained self-interest in order 
to do so. There is no good Canadian 
that does not desire peace and friend- 
liness between these nations, but it is 
safe to say that, whatever may come,’ 
the destiny of Canada is now and al- 
Ways will be in the hands of Canadian 
people, and the speaker for one, as a 
young Canadian, believed that the star 
of that destiny does not now nor will 
it ever look southwards. (Cheers,] 

Attention was next drawn to the 
fact that owing to the removal of Sir 
Oliver Mowat to another throne and 
perhaps a wider domain the political 
history of the Province was entering 
upon a new era. The speaker ven- 
tured to assert that the high character, 
Wise leadership, tact and marvelous 
skill in “constructive legislation of Sir 
Oliver had been productive of much 
real benefit to the Province during the 
past quarter of a century, and he re- 
Sretted that he had not been: privileged 
to sit with him in the Legislature. 
The speaker then proceeded to deal 
with New Ontario, but before doing 
so he modestly disclaimed any inten- 
tion of framing a policy for the Gov- 
ernment, or knowledge of what their 
policy is beyond the indications in the 
address. Having asserted t.at he 
spoke from the standpoint of an in- 
dependent member of the Houze he 
declared that he was strongly of the 
opinion that the great work, the su- 
preme duty of the Government and 
of the House for years to come, is in 
connection with that district. It did 
strike him that it is not so much a 
new policy that is wanted as a rapid 
and continuous development, extension 
and improvement of what the Govern- 
ment has already been doing, The 
establishment of a pioneer farm near 
Wabigoon had done much good, 
The first duty of the Government is to 
exert its influence and resources to 
the utmost to place “hardy” settlers 
in every part of New Ontarlo where 
there are tracts of good land to be 
found. [The speaker’s reference to the 
class of settlers which were needed 
was received with much laughter by 
the House, the members accepting it 
as a pun, and it was some minutes 
before Mr. Pattullo saw the Joke and 
apologized for not having seen the 
point earller.] 

The attention of the Dominion Govy- 
ernment should be drawn to the fact 
that New Ontario is a part of Canada 
and that a fair proportion of the ex. 
penditure and of the organized emfiorts 
of the Federal] Government be devoted 
to bringing desirable immigrants into 
Ontario 

Nothing advertises country #0 
much as the discovery of gold, and 
the responsibility cast upon the Gov- 
ernment by the discovery of the pre- 
clous metal in New Ontario was point- 
ed out and the hope expressed that 
in any legislation which might he 
passed the claims of the original pros- 
pector would be realized as superior 
to the speculator. It was not the duty 
of the Government, it was asserted, 
to start or promote a boom, and at- 
tention was called to the fact that the 
situation at Rat Portage and elsewhere 
has its dangers as well as its bright 
prospects, Before leaving this question 
a word of caution was uttered against 
rash investments in the mining re- 
sions, which can only result in dia- 
appointment

referred to, and the fact was pointed 
out that New Ontario also has a claim 
upon the Federal treasury for the same

Almost every nation Is made up by the 
fusion of very different races. The Enalish- 
mao ismore Dane than Dutchman jn the 
north, more Dutchman than Dane in the 
south, has a strong infusion of Welsh blood 
in the marshes and has a leaven of French 
blood in the higher classes and some of the 
he Frenchman is compound- 
ed with Fleming and German and Basqne 
in different pe of the territory. Still, in 
neither of these cases is the original con- 
trast so strongas that which divides the 
Celtic ean eres still speaking Gaelic, 
from the Lowlander of Saxon ancestry. Go 
back a century or two, and the contrast, of 
course, is stronger still. The High. 
lander was a soldier and a drover, 
often a Catholic by religion, and_ re- 
cognized no superior but his chief. 
The Lowlander was an  agriculturist 
or a dweller in towns, inclining to Puritan- 
ism in religion, and a stern asserter of 
popular ery, against arbitrary govern- 
ment. The Highland traditions are of 
Fingal and of Ossian, the Lowland of Bruce 
and the Black Douglas. The Highiander Is 
reputed to be proud, where the Lowlander 
fs “dour;’ and the Highlander lazy and 
wanting in resource, where the Comlander 
is laborious and Inventive. Nevertheless, 
every writer on Scottish characteristics 
mixes tales of the Highlander and of the 
Lowlander almost at random, and no one is 
struck by the ipODExGIEy Paxton Hood, 
for instance, elucidates Scotch culture in 
the old times se the story of a Highland 
farmer who knew French and_ Latin 
and had a good library of standard English 
works. He illustrates Scotch superstition 
by stories from the Highlands. Both the 
appreciation of culture and the superati- 
tious temperament appear to be character- 
istics of the Lowlander also. We may 
probably say that the races have Inter. 
mingled sufliclently to have a good deal in 
common, but above all a common history, a 
common civilization, common interests 
and a fellowship in a common land have 
produced a sentiment of unity which over- 
powers the indestructible differences of 
race. Even so, 4 better analysis of Scotch 
character would aim at distinguishing the 
Saxon from the Celtic element.—Chas, H, 
Pearson's Reviews and Critical Essays.

run at depths of 50, 100 and 140 feet to dis- 
tances of 100 to 500 fect; test pits have 
been sunk all along the different veins at 
various points, so that the ore supply is es- 
tablished beyond doubt, as w ell as its rich- 
ness, as assays running from $12 to $500 
per ton, and over, have been made from ore 
taken from all parts of the property.

In this portion of the building re 
the offices of the Departments of Rail- 
ways and Canals and Inland Revenue. 
The rooms burnt out were those occu 
pled by the engineers’ and architects’ 
staff of the Public Works Department, 
{ncluding hundreds of valuable plans 
and records; certain offices occupl a 
by some of the clerks of the Marine 
and Fisheries Department, and the en- 
tire offices of the Mounted Police De- 
partment, 

All the offices below these, occupied by 
the Departments of Public Works, 
Marine and Fisheries, Militia, Trade 
and Commerce and Customs are de- 
luged with water. 

The flre was first discovered on the 
fourth fiat of the Public Works De- 
partment, and Is supposed to have 
been caused by carelessness of one ot 
the clerks, who had been smoking. 
For a long time the smell of smoke 
could be detected before its origin was 
discovered. 

It unfortunately happened that the 
conflagration broke out in the most 
vulnerable point of the whole bulld- 
ing, as the whole of the top storey 
was a.veritable fire trap. The roof 
was of wood, the partitions were of 
wood and the floors were of wood. 
To add to the disaster this portion of 
the building is, with the exception of 
the tower of the Parliament building, 
situated on the highest level of the 
city. 

At the outset only a private 
was sent to the central fire 
and a single reel responded. 

The hydrants in different portions of 
the Parliament grounds were tried and 
all, with the exception of one some 
distance away, were found to be frozen 
hard. One located almost under the 
window from which the smoke Was 
now being emitted in dense yokumes, 
was in thts unfortunate condition. 
Just who is responsible for this un- 
lucky contretemps, the Public Works 
Department or the city, cannot at pre- 
sent be ascertained. Tinere was no- 
thing for it under the circumstances 
but to secure water from the hydrants 
on Wellington-street. The first stream 
showed very poor pressure, and before 
the extension ladder could be placed 
in position the flames were bursting 
from the roof. . 

Chief Young, who was promptly 0" 
the spot, realizing that it would be well 
to provide for any emergency, called 
out the entire brigade and had the big 
steamer “The Conqueror’ brought up. 
The lumber firms also sent their steam- 
er, the Union, and these two gave 4 
good water service. 

Inside the building the hydrants had 
been turned on, but the pressure was 
very poor and some of the Government 
hose had burst. On the flat below the 
officials of the Public Works Depart- 
ment were clearing out furniture and 
efiects from the offices of the Minister 
and Deputy Minister. 

Mr. Tarte was on deck and got all 
his private papers out. When your 
correspondent entered the Minister's 
room with him at 5.15 p.m. water was 
coming through the ceiling in torrents. 

Despite all efforts of fhe brigade, it 
seemed impossible to check the pro- 
gress of the flames. The inflammable 
nature of the upper structure made it 
a ready prey, and the fire gradually 
worked round to the southwest comer 
of the building, Then it swung round 
to the southern facade and Iicked its 
way along the roof eastward. Over 
the main south door there is a small 
tower, and it was thought et this 
point the “fire wonld be confined, as 
there was supposed to be a fire wall, 
shutting off the draughting room of the 
Public Works Department from the 
Marine and Fisheries. But even this 
gave way and the flames gradually 
crept along to the southeast corner and 
then ran northerly the entire length 
of the wing which fronts on Parlia- 
ment-square, consuming In its progress 
al} the offices of the Mounted Police 
Department. 

Thousands of people assembled on 
Parliament Hill to see the magnificent 
sight. The Parliament Buildings and 
the Bastern Block were magnificently 
flluminated and the reflection could be 
seen for miles around. 

As the Government carries no in- 
surance on its buildings in Ottawa the 
entire loss will fall on the country. It 
is believed $100,000 might repair to- 
day's damage, but a wooden roof to 
the building will never be tolerated, 
and the general impression is the Gov- 
ernment will have to put on a motal 
one similar to that of Langevin block, 
which is of iron and copper. 

At 1 o'clock this morning the burmm- 
ing building presented a magnificent 
spectacle; the entire roof was still 
burning, but the flre does not appear 
to have reached the storey below, ex- 
cept at one point dn the Public Works 
Department, and here it appears to 
have been checked in one room, When 
the fire reached the Mounted Police 
Department the assembled crowd were 
startied by repeated popping off of 
ammunition. To check the oonflagra- 
tion a portion of the roof on the south 
side of the building, eqnal to 60 square 
feet, Was cut away, but nothing was 
gained by It, 

Two-thirds of the records of the 
Public Works Department have been 
destroyed, but the photographic nera- 
tives of different public bulidingw\were 
eaved 

The origina) records of the C, P, R. 
surveys, it Is enid, have fallen a prey 
to the flames. 

With good judgment, the officers of 
the Militia, Merine and Fisheries, 
Trade and Commerce and Customs De- 
partments got their books, reconis 
and papers elther.out of the buildings 
or into the vaults, #o that, except for 
the temporary incomvenience of want 
of quarters, the work of these dopart- 
ments will go on without interruption. 

The thermometer registers 5 degrees 
above zero at this hour, The firemen 
have been continupusly on duty for 
elght hours and are pitiable sights, be- 
ing covered with tca from head to foot. 

It is thought Mr. Tarte will propose 
an additional storey to the building 
to give much-needed additional ac- 
commodation,

The Ruslan and French adimirals, the 
despatch says, have received identical in- 
structions, but the nature of thelr orders 
is not known, 

The diplomats at Constantinople haye ac- 
cepted Great Britain's proposals for a Jolut 
noval occupation of Canen, Retimo and 
Heraklion, the removal from Cretan waters 
of the Greek fleet, and the forbiddance of 
the despatch to Crete of Turkish rein- 
forcements, und it is thought probable that 
the orders of the French and Russian ud- 
miralg are in accordance with the pro- 
grom. The refugees who sought shelter 
at the Greek Consulate have been placed 
under the protection of the British Con- 
sul. The Greek Consul at Herakilon em- 
barked upon one of the war ships after 
requesting the British Consul to protect the 
Greek subjects there. The closing of the 
Greek consulates Indicates that a dofinite 
rupture has taken place Greece 
and Turkey.

was Miss Blizabeth Kemp, who was 
manager of a small hotel at Wal- 
worth. She had been spending the af- 
ternoon with relatives in the Houns- 
low subunban district six or seven 
miles from the centre of the city. The 
fact which chiefly arouses public in- 
terest is that such a orime could be 
committed In a railway compartment 
within London itself and the perpe- 
trator escape without exciting suspli- 
clon. 


England stil] clings to the compart- 
ment system of railway travel for 
the very reason which cost this young 
woman her life. It is the object of 
every Dnglishman and woman to s¢- 
cure an unoccupied compartment, if 
possible, for a railway journey, long 
or short. The danger from thieves, ruf- 
flans and maniacs is supposed to exist 
only on long runs. It is impossible thus 
far to assign even a motive for this 
tragedy. 

Nothing has been found connected 
with the murderer except his weapon, 
which was a chemist’s heavy pestle. 
This was discovered yesterday near the 
line at Putney, about three miles out. 
It was covered with blood and one of 
two hairs from the girl's head. The 
victim's clothing was badly torn and 
smeared with blood, but it is hardly 
possible that the murderer attempted 
an outrage, for, with the time at his 
disposal, it must haye been neces- 
sary actually to kill the woman on 
leaving one station in order to crowd 
the body under the seat In time to 
leave the train at the next. It is not 
considered possible that the murderer 
remained in the car while the train 
stopped at any way station, for pas- 
sengers were likely to enter at any 
moment. 

It ig not known positively whether 
robbery was committed, for, although 
the woman's purse Was empty near the 
body, and no valuables were found in 
her pocket, her diamond brooch re- 
mained fastened at her throat. It Is 
supposed she had quite a sum 
money, but this is only conjecture. The 
police thus far are quite nonpluased, 
although they are actively following @ 
variety of clues connecting passengers 
who left the train at way stations with 
the crime. One theory Is that an es 
caped female lunatic from Putney kil- 
ed the girl, 


REFORM THE BANKING SYSTEM 


Will be One Of the First Acts of the Mo- 
Kinley Administration —News Notes

footlights and ill gas ablaze, Until the cur- 
tain raug up scarcely a head was bare, and 
from the gods in the llery to the wor 
shippers in the Rit ars and corn-cob 
pipes puffed out little clouds of smoke. 

after 3 up went the curtain, and 

Mr. Cameron walked forward. 
He is a young fellow of about 25 yours, 
clean shaven, of middle height, and dressed 
in a black sult that bad no clerical stamp 
about it. Extending his band, without de: 
laying by preliminaries, he sald, ‘Bow your 
heads, while I ask God to be with us this 
afternoon, and as all hats came off the 
Almighty was Invoked to give power fo the 
spoken words. The prayer over,the reverend 
gentleman picked up a Bible, and remark-

**Soeing Tougal had his temper up, my 
grandfather spoke softly, being a quiet, 
peaceable man, and in wonder what he had 
said to offend Tougal.

‘it wass not in my mind to anger you 
whatefer. Only I thought, from your ask- 
ing me if I had some money, that you

** Your Honor,’ says my grandfather, ‘I 
said I’d pay when T felt ablo.

“And with that the old judge laughed, 
and said he would haye to give judgment, 
And so he did; but after that Tougal 
Stewart got out an execution. But not the 
worth of a handful of oatmeal could the 
bailiff lay hands on, because my grand- 
father had chust exactly taken the precau- 
tion to give a bill of sale on his gear to his 
neighbor, Alexander Fraser, that could be 
trusted to do what was right after the law 
play was over. 

**The whole settlomont had great con- 
tompt for Tougal Stewart’s conduct ; but 
he was a headstrong body, and once he 
begun to do wrong against my grandfather, 
he held on, for all that his trade foll away ; 
and finally he had my grandfather arrested 
for debt, though you'll understand, sir, 
that he was owing Stewart nothing that he 
ought to pay when he didn’t feel able.

London, Jan. 20, 1897.—I have eon- 
sidered the questions put to me by the 
folicitor-General for Canada contain- 
ed in my letter of Jan. 19 inst., on the 
subject of the Manitoba school ques- 
tion. I think it is an entire misap- 
prehension of the judgment of the 
Judicial Committee in Brophy'’s case 
to say that its effect was that the 
Roman Catholic minority in Manitoba 
were entitled to their Separate sohools 
as they had enjoyed them previous to 
the Manitoba Act of 1890, The gist of 
that judgment was that, contrasting 
the state of things under the laws prior 
to 1890 with that created by the laws 
of 1890, the rights or privileges which 
tthe Roman Catholics had enjoyed un- 
der the former had been affected by 
the latter laws, thus rendering admisss 
able an appeal to the Governor-Gen- 
eral-In-council, under the Manitoba 
Union Act, and giving the Governor- 
General jurisdiction to proceed under 
that act. This was a question of law, 
or of mixed law and fact, and, there- 
fore, properly entertained by the Judi- 
cial Committee as an appellate court of 
Jaw. It was upon this ground that I 
succeeded in inducing the court to 
touch the question at all. 

It is absolutely clear, as everyone 
Will see who reads the print of the ar- 
sument, that the Judicial Committee 
drew a sharp and, in my opinion, an 
absolutely true line between this ques- 
tion of the jurisdiction of the Gover- 
nor-General-in-councl], and the ques- 
tion whether at all, and, if so, in what 
form and te what extent, the jurisdic- 
tion should be exercised by the Cana- 
dian authorities. These were questions 
not legal, but political, not of binding 
obligation, but of disoretion, on which 
the Judicial Committee were not and 
could not properly be asked to decide, 
Which during the argument they plain- 
ly intimated to be beyond their judicial 
province, and as to which they ex- 
pressly say that the ‘‘course to be pur- 
sued must be determined by the au- 
thorities to whom it is committed by 
the statute,” and “it is not for this 
tribunal to prescribe the precise steps 
to be taken; their general character is 
sufficiently defined by ithe third sub- 
een of section 22 of the Manitoba 
act, 

So far from indicating any impression 
that the Roman Catholic minority are 
entitled to be restored to the 
old position, the judgment says; “It 
is certainly not essential that the sta- 
tute repealed by the Act of 1890 should 
be re-enacted, or that the precise pro- 
visions of this statute should again 
be made law." And I am sure that 
if in order to succeed in the appeal 
I had found it necessary ta maintain 
such a position I should have failed 
in my attempt. 

It is true that the concluding pas- 
sage of the judgment is thus express- 
ed: “The system of education embodied 
in the Acts of 1890 no doubt commends 
itself to and adequately supplies the 
wants of the great majority of the in- 
habitants of the province, and all le 
gitimate ground of complaint would 
be removed if that system were sup- 
plemented by provisions which would 
remove the grievances upon which the 
appeal is founded, and were modified 
s0 far as might be necessary to give 
effect to these provisions." 

I am of the opinion that the Judicial 
Committee did nothing to define, and 
did not in fact define, what were the 
precise powers or duties of the Goy- 
ernor-General-in-Councll, further than 
that there was a jurisdiction to hear 
the appeal and to proceed under the 
Union Act. Now, the course of pro- 
cedure undér the Union Act is clear. 
The Governor-General-in-Council, after 
hearing the appeal, should decide on 
the nature and extent of the changes 
in the new law, which, viewing all the 
circumstances, they think may fairly 
be proposed for the substantial re- 
dress of the grievances, and should 
communicate their decision to the pro- 
Vinelal authority. If, after negotia- 
tion, it js found impossible to come to 
terms. which the Provincial Legisla- 
ture will embody in law, then, and 
then for the first time, a power exists 
in the Parliament of Canada, “only #0 
far as the circumstances of each case 
may require,” to make a remedial iw 
for the execution of the decision of 
the Governor-General-in-Council. 

But the Governor-General-in-Council 


cannot compel the Provincial Legis- 
lature to execute their decision, and 
both the Provincial Legislature and 
the Parliament of Canada have the 
rikht to act or refuse to act, accord- 
ing to their political Judgement. In 
this case the Governor-General-in-

In reply to a question by Mr. Mathe- 
gon, Hon. Mr. Harcourt promised to 
lay the estimates on the table to-day 
and to deliver the budget speech on 
Wednesday or Thursday.

pelled to erect a poor house for their 
4cc.-mmodation. They claim that such 
institutions Cause an unnecessiry ex~ 
pense for salaries and would cast a 
reflection on the secial condition of the 
piovince. The sheriffs and jail officials 
should look after the poor. They also 
Suggest the changing of the name 
“jail” to that of “jail and house of 
refuge,” and recommend that Inmates 
be employed in cultivating a lot ad- 
loining it. 

The Township Council of Adjala 
ask for an act which will separate them 
from the County of Simcoe and annex 
them to Dufferin. The latter county 
petitions for the same.

Hon. J. M. Gibson—To regulate the 


immigration into Ontario of certain 
classes of children, 
This proposed act will allow the 


Lieut.-Governor-in-councl] to authorize 
any soclety or agent to carry on the 
work of bringing in Indigent, neglected 
or dependent children, to provide 
homes for them, but such society shall 
be inspected at least four times per 
ycar by a duly qualified inspector, who 
shall report to the Government. These 
societies must keep a record contain- 
Ing: The full name of each child 
brought out and the name and address 
of parents or guardians; the date on 
which it was brought out and ite age 
and date of birth; the name and place 
of residence of every person having 
for a time the child in custody, and 
such other particulars as the inspector, 
with the approval of the Minister in 
charge, may require to be kept on re- 
cord. 

Every society shall maintain careful 
supervision over each child until it 
reaches the age of 18 years, and a 
society agent shall visit him at least 
once a year, A permanent home is to 
be provided for children not adopted or 
allowed to go. Persons adopting the 
children will be required to give full 
particulars as to the health, conduct, 
progress and welfare of the children, 
Foster-parents not wishing to retain 
children shall return them to the home 
at their own expense, the penalty for 
neglecting to comply with this or for 
abandoning the obild shall be a fine af 
not less than $10 or more than $100. 
The society shall be enforced to state 
cause of return of child to the home 
to subsequent applicants. In cases 
where a child runs away from its mas- 
ter or guardian, the soolety Is to give 
all reasonable assistance In recovering 
him or forfeit a fine of from $5 to $26 
and costs. The bill provides for a 
penalty of not less than $10 and not 
more than $100 upon any person bring- 
ing in a chikd after July 1, 1897, con- 
trary to the provisions of the act, Sec- 
tion 11 is an dmportant one, It pro- 
vides that no ehild shall be brought 
from any port in Great Britain or Ire- 
land until a duly appointed examiner 
shall report that he has satisfied him- 


self that the child named in the cer-

London, Feb. 16 The matter of th 
disorders In Crete and the Independent 
1olion taken by Greece in ending & 
torpedo Hotilla and transport hips 
to that Island came up in the Hous 
of Lords to-day, when Lord Salisbury 
declared that reforms for the Island of 
Crote had been arranged and were al 
ready being put into effect when Greece 
Intervened, The powers, the Premier 


waid, were unanimous in regarding the 


action of Greece as Ul-advised, to say 
the least, and had lost no time in ex 
pressing this opinion in language of 
the most earnest and unmistakable 
character to the Greek Government 


The Government of Grout Britain, Lord 

Salisbury declared, remained in Ccom- 

plete acoord with the other powers, 

and there was no ground for thinking 

that they would depart from the pol- 

icy which they had hitherto pursued. 
In the Commons. 

London, Feb. 16.—Mr, George N, Cur- 
zon, Parliamentary Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, announced in the House 
of Commons to-day, in reply to quew- 
tions regarding the exact situation In 
Crete, that the powers were taking 
every step that was possible for them 
to take advantage of to the end cf 
checking the disorders in that island, 
All of the foreign consuls in Crete, he 
added, were unc@r instructions to co 
operate in the direction of restoring 
order. 

Mr. Curzon, answering further ques- 
tions, said that the Government had 
absolutely no information that the 
Mussulmans in Crete were exvosed to 
massacre at the hands of the Chris- 
Uians. 

Replying to requests for information 
as to the course to be taken by the 
British naval vessels in Cretan waters, 
Mr. Curzon said that the British naval 
officers had been instructed to take no 
isolated action in Crete under any cir- 
cumstances. Mr, Curzon declined to 
make any statement as t) the nature 
or purport of the correspondence which 
had passed between the powers con- 
cerning the Cretan situation and the 
posttion of the powers in regard there- 
to.

Athens, Feb, 16.—Advices received 
here from the Island of Crete announce 
that the “corps of occupation,” consist- 
ing of infantry, artillery and engineers, 
and numbering 1500 men, which em- 
barked at Piraeus yesterday, have 
landed at Platanias, 14 kilometres west 
of Canea. The warships of the powers, 
these advices also state, had previously 
landed strong detachments at Retimo, 
Heraklion and Canea. 

When the announcement was made 
here that the “corps of occupation” 
under comamnd of Col. Vassos, chief 
aide-de-camp to King George, had 
landed in Crete demonstrations of the 
wildest Joy were Indulged in by the 
populace. A despatch from Canea 
states that Col. Vassos has issued a 
proclamation to the Cretan and has 
demanded that the Turks surrender, 





Could Not Divalge 

Paris, Feb. 15.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day M. Hanotaux, Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, replying to an 
inquiry by M. Jaures, regarding the 
situation in Crete, said that thé status 
of affairs in that [Sland was such as 
to render a public explanation impos- 
sible. M. Jaures expressed his dis- 
satisfaction with the reply of the For- 
eign Minister to his request for infor- 
mation and demanded that the Cretan 
affair be discussed at once by the 
Chamber. Thereupon M, Neline, the 
Premier, declared that such action 
was impossible as the discussion de- 
manded would necessitate the divulge 
ing of secrets which were not France’s 
alone, and demanded that the con- 
sideration of the matter be adjourned, 
and this course was adopted by a vote 
of 882 to 70. 





Petalls of the Landing. 

London, Feb. 15.—The Times will pub- 
lish to-morrow a despatch from Canea 
giving details of the landing from the 
foreign warships of the force which oc- 
ecupled Canea.

One of them, Jo- 
achim Fost, was Bishop of Anagni, 
and when Count Pecci’s fourth son 
Was born this prelate was inyited to 
baptize and stand sponsor to the babe.

Among those who watched the Pon- 
tift’s career with the greatest inter- 
est and pride, and who read it in the 
light of the family tradition, was the 
yoUne, and beautiful Marchesa Caterina 
“osi. 

To beauty of person the Marchesa 
united mental ability and cultivated 
tastes of the highest order. The Vope, 
as is well known, in addition to the 
elaborate state papers that from time 
to time have been given to the world 
over “the seal of the Fisherman,” is 
the author of many poems in Latin of 
the most classic form. In these the 
Marchesa found especial delight. Her 
literary studies, her charities and her 
devotions took up her entire day. 

So the years wore on until the time 
of the Pope's golden jubilee, {in 1887, 
when the whole Catholic world was 
sending bands of pilgrims to the Vati- 
can bearing the expressions of its re- 
verence, love and fealty. In his early 
youth he had been a delicate boy, and 
his bodily strength never seemed to 
attain robust vigor even in manhood. 
There were doubts, therefore, thut he 
would live to fill out the years neces- 
sary to accomplish the aims and re- 
sults of his now understood dynastic 
palicy of “teacher of the Chureh and 
peacemaker among the nations.” 

Brooding constantly over this, sne 
became possessed of the idea that if 
she could offer up her young life in all 
the fulness of its hope and strength 
the Pope's might be spared to carry 
on the great works of Church policy 
and progress.

Floor Cleaning and Staining 

To stain a floor properly requires an 
infinite amount of patience, but If 
every detail is faithfully carried out 
the result attained will be ample pay- 
ment for all the hard work, 

First begin by thoroughly washing 
the floor, Then fill the cracks with 
putty, Scrape away any spots of 
paint or putty which may be on the 
boards. ‘The stains can be obtained 
at such reasonable prices that it Is 
not worth one’s while to bother mix- 
ing them. Now begin with a flat 
brush and work it always In accord- 
ance with the grain of the wood, paint- 
ing a few boards at a time. 

It usually takew about 48 hours for 
the paint to dry, and it is better to 
keep the room closed during that Umo. 
By giving two coats of paint to a floor 
n room should not again need to be 
touched with a brueh for a whole 
year,

Ritchie owned a lange amount of stock 
in the Canadian Copper Mine, the Anglo 
Amorican Tron Company and the Contral 
Ontario Railway Company. Heo was in- 


debted to Henry B. Payne, Stephenson 





Burke, Thomas Cornell, James B. MceMul 
len and Geo. W, McMullen. The MeMul- 
lous got a judgment against Ritchio in the 
Ontario courts for thagum of $265,307. The 
execution was returned “nulla bona.’ The 
MeMullens thon filed a creditor's bill to on- 
force the sale of the collateral that had be 
fore been given by Ritchie to Payne, Burke 
and Cornell. ‘The defendants consented to 
the sale, when Ritchie's wife came in and 
filed a bill stating that the majority of all 
of the stock that had belonged to her hus- 
band had been conveyed to her, and that 
sho had pledged only a portion of it on one 
small loan. 

The decree in the court below held that 
there was due the complainants $339,541 as 
a lien on the bonds and stocks ; to Burke, 
$269,023 ; to Payne, $605,382, and to the 
executor of the will of Oornell, who 
had died in the meantime, $205,686, 
All of the stocks were ordered to be turned 
over to a special commissioner, with the 
oe cer age of those owned by Mrs, 
Ritchie, and ordered to be disposod 
of for the benefit of the creditors, Ritchie 
and his wife took exception to this 
and appealed the case to the Court of Ap- 
peals. Judge Taft prepared and read the 
opinion yesterday. He aflirmed the decree 
of the court below. He made some small 
changes as to Ritchie's indebtedness, which 
he cut down a little. Judge Taft made a 
mandate ordering the case to the lower 
court, with instructions to amend the de- 
cree.

In reply Premier Hardy said the esti- 
mates for the year had already: been struck, 
but if be and his colleagues were convinc- 
ed that the representations made by the 
deputation were correct, the sum 
necessary coula be brought down in 
the supplementary estimates. He and 
his colleagues would like some information, 
however, as to the cost and maintenance 
of such an office and gave the deputation 
to understand that if such an ollice were 
established Belleville would got it.

At n publio meoting of the cit ns 
Betloville held on Saturday last, to discuss 
the mining: Interests of this section, it was 
the unanimous opinion that no step that 
the Government could take would be more 
olfeotual fn accomplishing its object of en 
couraging the development of minting than 
the establishment of a Governinent useay 
office, at which an absolutely impartial and 

otly reliable assay of ores could bo ob- 


¥ 
eed It was also the opinfon of the 
meeting that such assay should, if poss ible, 
he free, in order to encourage people who 
possess mineral lands or who bave aovecs 
to them, to make thorough and systematic 
oxploration, 

The attention of capitalists and investors 
is being turned to the mining districts of 
Hastings, but the non-existence of a public 
bureau of reliable information=which an 
assay olfico would afford—is keenly felt, 
Such assay office would furnish investors 
with evidence of the varioty and the char. 
acter of the ores and of thelr commercial 
value; and would also afford Information 
respecting the locations at which they were 
procured, and the names of the owners. It 
is felt that if such information is made 
easily available, there will be immediate in- 
ay on the part of capitalists followed by 
purchase and active development. The 
opinion is justly entertained that the min- 
ing possibilities of the County of Hastings 
are as greatas those of the Rossland dis- 
trict of British Columbia, the proof of which 
can be best established by extensive assays 
made as we suggest. 

The Government Is now aiding mining by 
granting a bonus on pis iron produced 
within the proyince, and by proyiding dia- 
mond drills in various selections. What 
we suggest Is In line with that policy. 2 

The Government has pitas received 
large suras for timber taken off the lands of 
the County, and much of the land to which 
the attention of Investors would be drawn 
is still the property of the Province. 

The Influx of capital for mining develop- 
ment would give employment to men who 
have hitherto dependea for Support upon 
the lumber interest (which is almost ex- 
tinct In Hastings) as well as to many othors, 
Another and most valuab’e feature would 
be that it would result in providing a home 
market for the farmers. 

If the Government agrees with us that it 
is desirable, indeed necessary, to establish 
a free public assay oice, we respectfully 
urge that the City of Belleville should be 
chosen as the place for its location. It Is 
the capital of the micing County. The 
Registry Office and the other public oflices 
are situated here. The City gave bonuses 
to the extent of $150,000 to aid In building 
railways intended to develop the northern 
portion of the County and reach the mining 
districts, and its enterprising people are to- 
day paying Interest upon that large sum. 
The City possesses the elements that are 
attractive to people of means—it is beauti- 
ful, clean and healthy, and has the best 
hotel accommodation in the Province, 


We could not finish this memorial better 
than by quoting the words used respecting 
mining tn the speech from the Throne at the 
opening of the Legislature, in which the 
Administrator of the Government says that 
the “ work of development carried on in 
several new localities encourages the hope 
that in the year upon which we have enter- 
ed capital directed by experience will flod 
useful and profitable employment. Indeed, 
our Province offers to investors, explorers 
and miners attractions scarcely equalled 
elsewhere, and Lam gratified to know that 
its mineral wealth is receiving the earnest 
atiention of foreiga people.” 

Tho speech also says in the concluding 
Ponen iph referring to mining that the 

egislature “ will be asked to give our min- 
ing Industries generous encouragement.”

Ontario” are less than they were in for- 
mer years, For several years prior to 
1894 we received as Interest from the 
Dominion on moneys held for us a 
round sum of $300,000 a year; this sum 
Was an approximate amount, the real 
and actual amount not being as yet 
exactly ascertained. In 1894 we re- 
ceived $310,020. The Dominion holds in 
trust for the province the Upper Can- 
ada Grammar £chool Fund $312,769, the 
Upper Canada Building Fund $1,472,- 
391, and the Land Improyement F'und 
$124,685, the three aggregating $1,909,- 
845. Last year the Dominion had with- 
held from the province two payments 
amounting to $95,498, being 6 per cent, 
upon that amount, In my last state- 
ment, I roughly estimated the unas- 
certained balance due the Dominion on 
the open accounts at $2,000,000, and the 
Dominion contended that the amount 
due from the province, being about 
equal to the trust funds I have refer- 
red to, the payment of interest should 
be withheld pending a final and com- 
plete settlement. Having regard to the 
recent decisions of the arbitrators this 
unascertamed balance is less than es 
timated Dy at least $250,000. 

Crown Landa affords the largest 
source of revenue aside from the sub- 
sidy, the amount being $129,000 In ex- 
ces of the estimate, o satisfactory re- 
sult in view of the unfavorable year 
for the lumber industry.

The number of 
paying patients was 904, or less than 
one out of five. Of this number 286 
were in the Toronto, 218 in the Lon- 
don and 173 in the Hamilton asylums. 

Our casual revenue has grown from 
$72,000 In 1893 to $98,000 in 1896, a con-

from fees of officials. 

The receipts from law stamps were 
the smallest for many years and $20,-

The large increased receipts

I need not speak at great length of 
our expenditures, They will later on 
In the session be examined closely 
and with care by the Public Accounts 
Committee. We succeeded in keeping, 
well within the sums yoted by the 
House. The over expenditure for sta- 
tionery of $14,267 was largely caused 
by the public demand for departmental 
reports, requiring 12,000 additional 
coples to be printed. 

Our expenditure for education keeps 
growing apace. We spent last year 
$702,569, or more than one-fifth of our 
total revenue. No one suggests that 
We can, consistently with growth, pro- 
gress and improvement, curtail in this 
direction 

We expended a little less than the 
educational vote of last year. The 
over expenditures were for departmen- 
tal examinations and superannuated 
teachers, The cost of examinations in- 
creases as the number of candidates 
increase. The fees paid by candidates 
amounted to $34,661. 

The expenditure for the maintenance 
of our public institutions represents 
an amount equal to about one-fourth 
of the total annual revenue, and was 
$40,000 greater than in 1893. The over- 
expenditure on the Brockville Asylum 
is accounted for by the fact that the 
number of inmates is small and the 
cost per capita greater than in larger 
institutions. The cost per capita of 
maintenance of patients in the asy- 
lums was $134.65, as compared with 
$142.65 in 1895, $127.22 in 1894 and $135.71 
in 1893. 

The expenditure for hospitals and 
charities'was the largest the Province 
has yet incurred. The grants amount- 
ed to $194,615. Up to the present time 
assistance had been given to fourteen 
counties for County Houses of Refuge, 
amounting to $53,750. In concluding 
my remarks on the annual expendi- 
tures I Wish especially to call atten- 
tion to the fact that we are year by 
year reducing our expenses, a reduc- 
tion of $455,000 having been made jn 
five years,

MK, MATHESON’S CRITICISM, 


Expenditures Increnasiog, Bat the Revenue 
ata Standatitl, | 


Lieut.-Col, Matheson, upon resum- ! 
ing, after recess to criticize the budget 
address, began by congratulating Mr, 
Harcourt on his convtluding allusions 
to the wonderful resources of the pro- 
vince. Such a thing should always be 
done in a budget speech, but he was 
also obliged to condole with the Trea- 
surer upon the deplorable state of af- 
fairs he was forced to defend. The ex- 
penditures were above the receipts 
constantly, and, while the former were 
increasing year by year, the revenue 
stood at a standstill. Year by year 
they had to face the same old story of 
unaltered receipts in the different de- 
partments. It could not be expected, 
therefore, that the criticism of the 
conduct of the financial affairs should 
vary to any great degree. There had 
always existed a great temptation on 
the part of Ministers to magnify their 
own importance by increasing expen: 
diture by means of extended patron- 
age, etc, in their several departments. 
It should be the duty of a strong Pre- 





mier to hold such colleagues in check. 
The late Premier, Sir O. Mowat, while | 
he deserved credit in many ways, had 
no proper conception of the financial 
condition of the province, 

Turning his attention to the demoli- j 
tion of the timber limits, the Opposi- | 
tion financier claimed that at the present 
rate of cutting the supply would bo | 
exhausted in four or five years. The 
timber limits were now paying scurce- 
ly arything. There was no Such re 


source of pime timber as the Govern- 
ment claimed, before the Mitiscer vs 


Education spent such large sums on 
new Technical and Norma) Schools, he 
should Know where the money was 
coming from. The receipts from timber 
limits should be used on'y ‘for such 
c&pital expenditure as public buildings, 
colonization roads, etc, The statement 
that the Government was not spend- 
ing as much as in foriner years was 
no test of the financiai management.

It was said to be self-support- 
ing, but such was not the case, The 
accounts were so mixed up with those 
of previous years that it was very dif- 
ficult to say whether the ordinary re- 
ceipts exceeded the ordinary expendi- 
ture in connection with the industries 
alone, 

The succession duty rate was also 
much too high. A large amount of re- 
venue was lost for the reason that 
people who anticipated death arrang- 
ed their estate in such a manner as tO 
avoid it.

Commenting upon the item of re- 
ceipts and expenditure from students’ 
fees, he claimed that the Education 
Department was ane yast machine, of 
which the Minister of Education was 
the soul, frame and centre. It was 
not right that the Government should 
control all education from the com- 
monschoo! up to the University. Such ' 
management was not in accordance 
with the liberty of the people, and he 
quoted John Stuart Mill’s essay on 
“Liberty” to prove what he said. There 
was no diversity in the education as 
afforded by the Department.

Department that this is the cause of 
the poor streams of water from the 
hydrants within the buildings. That 
there is much in this contention was 
evidenced by what transpired in the 
House of Commons building two weeks 
ago. Down the wall in one corner of 
room 16, there runs a fresh water pipe. 
Some days ago the water burst 
through the pipe, and when the pipe 
came to be examined it was found to 
be choked up with oxide of iron, the 
result of corrosion of 30 years or more. 
New ‘pipes had to be put in, and Mr. 
Tarte will probably have to cause the 
Same to be done in the Departmental 
buildings. That this will not be a very 
easy job may be realized, when It is 
stated that there actually does not ex- 
ist in the possession of the Govern- 
ment a plan of the location of water 
pipes In the Government buildings. 
The only man who is said to have one 
is Mr, J. R. Arnoldi, farmer mechani- 
cal engineer, but who was dismissed 
in 1891 at the Instance of the Liberals. 

Additional watchmen have been put 
on duty In all the Government build- 
ings. They are employes of the Public 
Works Department. Now the question 
arises, if the laté fire was caused by 
the carelessness of one of the depart- 
mental employes, as Mr. Tarte thinks, 
who is going to watch the watchmen?

LICE ON LIVE STOCK. 
As With All Other Ills Prevention Is 


Much Better Than Care. 


Lousiness Is largely the result of 
stinting feed and the neglect to groom 
properly. Stock kept in a thrifty, 
growing condition are rarely, if ever, 
infested by these pests unless they 
come In contact with animals that are 
infested. But oe lousy animal run- 
ning with other stock will soon com- 
municate the lice to all. When the lu-

A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY, 





Six People Murdered at a Dakota Ranch-- 
No Traces of the Assasslons--Indlans 
of the Crime. 

Winona, N.D., Fob. 18.—A_ sextuple 
tragedy was discovered one mile from this 
place to-day on the ranch of the Rey. Thos. 
Spicer. Tho horribly mutilated bodies of 
Mr, and Mrs. Spicer, their daughter, Mrs, 
William Rouse, with her one-year-old 
twin boys, and the aged Mrs. Waldron, 
mother of the postmaster of this place, 
were discovered about the ranch. 

There is as yet no positive clue to the 
perpetrators of the horrible crime.

Now York Life Insurance Company at But. 
falo, N.Y. A young woman applied to me 
for Insurance on her life. (Photo of de 
ceased produced and recognized as that of 
the person he referred to). She called first 
on Nov, 21, 1885, and enquired about the 
different forms of insurance. She called 
again next day and applied for a $5000 
holley on her life, payable to her husband. 
I told her my company never made policies 
Payable to the husband, and made her 
application to read payable to her estate, 
The application was refused by the com- 
pany. The cost of premiums on $5000 would 
be $160 per year.’ 

To Mr. Johnston: Never saw the hus- 
band In connection with this transaction, 
The company would advance no money on 
policies untill the end of the third year. 
then only a small amount. Had heard of 
first year policies belng used as security 
for money borrowed from outside parties.” 

To Mr. Osler: ‘Polleles at the end of 
the third year would only have a small sur- 
render yalue."’ ‘ 

Ernest W. Burgoyne: “I am aselstant 
superintendent of the Metropolitan Life As 
burance Company at Buffalo, N.Y, I iden 
tify polley No, 98236A, for the sum of $2000 
on the Ife of Mrs. ©, EB, James, ayable 
to her husband, W. T. James. I fdentify 
the photo as that of the woman who a 
plied for the Insurance. The cost of this 
Insurance would be $87.44 per year, payable 
quarterly. The receipt (produced and {dentl- 
fled) pald the policy up to March 18, 1896. 
The document, dated Buffalo, Nov. 22, was 
signed by the beneficlary (the prisoner at 
the bar) In my presence. The prisoner also 
applied for a similar policy on his own 
life, but It was refused, as he did not pass 
the doctor's examination, This policy was 
to be made payalile to his wife. The first 
application was for $5000 on the wife's life, 
but it was refused, and the $2000 policy 
subsequently issued.” 

The cross-examination by Mr. Johnston 
did not change the witness’ evidence. 

After some discussion between Mr. Osler 

and Mr. Johnston, the following letters, 
found on the person of prisoner when ar- 
rested, were admitted as evidence, and 
read to the jury, The two principal letters 
were read at Mr. Johnston's request. 
They are not important, except us showing 
the prisoner’s desire to effect the Insur- 
ance on his wife's life, and his apparent 
determination to retain his wife Katie's 
trunk after she had left Toronto and gone 
home to Grayenhurst. The letters are In 
rather pretty pane One and are worth 
ST as an Indication of ene condl- 
tion of her mind during this period. 

The first letter was from Buffalo, just 
after Hammond had gone to New York, 
whither she was to follow him in a few 
days. She was remaining over to com- 
plete negotiations for the life Insurance. 
Although married, she was living under 
the assumed name of Katie Harrington, 
and this name is endorsed on the back of 


the letter: 
Buffalo, N.Y, Nov. 29, 1895. 
Dearest Will,—You have no idea how 
lonely it Is here without you, and just 
think you have only been away a few 
hours. I don't know what I will do before 
the week Is up. I have attended to all 
business this morning. Everything will 
be all right, except the Equitable. They 
are going to send the policy by express, as 
they think it will be safe, to 1200 Broad- 
way, so you will lnve to see about It there. 
They gave me a receipt, which I will en- 
close in this letter. The New York Life 
Is all right. You can get it by calling at 
the home office In New York. You will re- 
celve a line from them telling you when 
to call, and.I hope everything will be all 
right. You will hardly get it before the 
end of next week. I guess the people 
here thought it strange I shoulu send my 
trunk, 4nd not Intending to go myself, for 
Olive sald at the table she supposed 
They would be losing me to-day, as I had 
scnt iy trunk. She looked surprised when 
I told her I was not, Now, Willie, be sure 
and write just as soon as you get this, for 
I will be very anxious about the receipt, 
Also to hear how you are getting along, 
and how you like New York.

The report, which was here read, showed 
several signs of prussic acid polsoning, Dat 
it concluded by saying that they could not 
discern the cause of death. The witness 
said he was not positive that she came to 
her death by iprnsaie acid poison. The

fourth bottle found was handed him by 
Bowes on April 1. It contained prussic 
acid poison, The body was that of a very 


healthy woman. 

Court adjourned for luncheon. 

When court resumed Mr. Osler asked to 
tender the application made by Mrs. Jamcs 
to the Equitable Life. This he did In view 
of what Morse had sald about It In the 
commission evidence, re James placing Io- 
surance on his wife in this company. It 
Was admitted and marked exhibit 16. The 
application was then read, showing that 
she wanted a $5000 policy on her own life, 
payable to her husband, the premiums to 
cost $27.10 every three months. 

Dr. Bridgeland (coroner): Held Inquest 
on the body of the deceased; poured the 
contents of cup found in her room in a 
bottle and kept it In my possession until 
I handed it to William Sloan, who took It 
to Prof. Ellis in Toronto. 

The jury were here taken out of the room 
while a point of law re the admission of 
the prisoner's evidence at the inquest was 
discussed. Coroner Bridgeland told how 
the prisoner had asked for no privileges, 
and expressed himself as desirous of givy- 
ing evidence. The coroner further sald 
that be cautioned the prisoner that what he 
might say would be used againse him, Mr. 
Osler tendered the prisoner's eyidence at 
the inquest as evidence against him now. 
Mr, Justice MacMahon sald that he would 
follow the precedent of Sir W, R. Meredith 
in the Hendershott trial, and rule out the 
evidence given by Hammond at the In- 
qUeR but would grant a reserve case 80 
that it could, If necessary, be aad de- 
pornines before the Court of Criminal Ap- 
peal. 

The jury returned, and Mr. Johnston pro- 
ceeded with the crogs-examination of Dr. 
Grant, and for the remainder of the day 
the court listened to lectures on prussic 
acid potsoning. Dr. Grant admitced, under 
cross-examination, that many of the symp- 
toms of prussic acid poison, as lald down 
in the authorized text books, were absent 
in this case, while many were present. 


The grand jury here filed Into court and 
returned a e bill against John Gray, 
for rape; also two true bills against Isaac 
Rittenberg for larceny. 

Mr. Johnston stated that statistics show- 
ed that prussic acid was largely used by 
suicides, but seldom for murder. 

On re-examination by Mr. Osler, Dr, 
Grant sald that, In face of the authorities 
quoted by Mr. Johnston, he was atill posi- 
live that Kate Tough came to her death by 
prusaic acid polsoving. 


Dr, Cornell corroborated Dr. Grant's eyi- 
dence and was subjected to the same rigid 
cross-examination, at the end of whieh he 


of prussic acid polson. There was present 
in the deceased no latent brain or heart 
trouble.

He 
testified to haying analyzed the contents of: 
the deceased's stomach, and three bottles. 
Submitted the contents of the stomach to 
the usual recognized tests; made six or 
seven tests; ten per cent, of the quantity 
of prussic acid taken Is a high percentage 
to find at any post-mortem examination; 
found one-third of a grain ol prussic acid 
In the stomach, also about three ond a half 
grains phosphoric acid. The minimum dose 
known to kill Is six-tenths of a grain; 
found in unlabeled bottle half an ounce of 
liquid, one-sixteenth grain of prusaic acid, 
nud 22 grains phosphoric acid; in the othet 
bottle half an ounce of the phosphoric 
acid; in the contents of the cup a little 
phosphoric acid. A fatal dose of prussic 
ueld will cause unconsclousness In from ten 
seconds to two minutes. 

This witness was closely cross-examined 
by Mr, Johnston, and admitted that the 
nimount he found In the ¥tomach was not 
sufficient to cause death. He was, how- 
ever, sure death was caused by prussic 
acid, the balance of the acid having eva- 
porated. Phosphoric acid Is not polsonous, 

Dr. Arthur Jukes Joboson of Toronto was 
called and sald, taking Into consideration 
the post-mortem report, Prof. Ellis’ report, 
and all the evidence he beard, lv wis sure 
death in this case was caused by prussic 
acid, 

This finished the case for the Crown and 
the Court adjourned until morning.

Wave the Powers Pat Their Heads Together 
to Deliver Crete Over to Greece ?- Lord 
Salisbury and Others May Be Shamming,

Mat the Germam Emperor is Terribly 


in Earocet—Peels Insalied at the Dell- 
ance of Greeee -The Only Serious Dan- 
ger ls m@ Disagreement of the Powers. 


New York, Feb, 19.—Mr, H. R. Cham- 
berlain cables from London to The 
Sun: It is still impossible to say posi- 
,Uvely whether the great drama, which 
the nations are playing in the East 
is tragedy or comedy, melodrama or 
farce. The number of persons who be- 
lieve it Is the latter is increasing, The 
question then arises, for whose benefit 
is the farce being played, and none of 
the answers are wholly satisfactory. 
The commonest suggestion is that the 
powers, or certain of them, have taken 
this means to deliver over Crete to 
Greece, in order to avoid an anti-Chris- 
_Uan uprising among the Moslems gen- 
erally, which might be excited by the 
powers openly despoiling the Sultan of 
the island. Lord Salisbury and one 
or two others of the actors in the piece 
,may be playing with their tongues in 
thelr cheeks, but the German Emper- 
‘or is not. He is terribly in earnest. 
| He feels his dignity insulted by the 
deflance which little Greece flung back 
in reply to the protest of the powers, 
and he is stalking from one embassy to 
| snother in Berlin, seeking consent to 
a blockade of the Greek ports. 

There is no likelihood that any such 
step will be taken. On the contrary, 
it is strongly probable that Greece will 
secure undisputed possession of Crete 
when the matter is finally settled. It 
is impossible to name any definite au- 
thority for this view. It is simply the 
impression created by a great variety 
of information from the Bast and from 
j European capitals It is the idea now 
'Senerally held in diplomatic circles, It 
is the confident belief, and here I do 
}speak with ‘authority, of the Greek 
Government, 

But the great mystery is what the 
Turk will do. It is persistently \re- 
ported to-day that two or three bat- 
talions of Turkish troops, bound for 
Crete, have already left the Dardanet- 
i les It is doubtful if this will prove 
; true. Such a move would quickly pre- 
cipitate open war, for there is no doubt 
that the Greek fleet would attack the 
troopships if necessary to prevent the 
landing of Turkish troops. Nobody 
now believes that the foreign fleet 
would protect the Turk under such cir- 
cumstances, Certainly no British ship 
would dare to fire a shot. A British 
hroadside fire by Lord Salisbury's con- 
sent against the Greek flag at the pre- 
sent moment would cause the most 
ignominious downfall any British Min- 
, istry ever suffered. Lord Salisbury 
has learned something of the British 
temper in this matter during the past 
few days, and he knows now, if he did 
not before, that his own party would 
, not tglerate for a moment the burning 
of British powder in defence of the 
Turkish flag. 

The position and policy of Greece are 
| therefore much stronger than appears. 
Public opinion in France and Italy al 
so ils now virtually unanimous in sup- 
port of King George and his subjects. 
‘It is impossible to believe that Russia 





i with the strong ties of relationship be- 
| tween the two royal houses, will seri- 
| ously embarrass or humiliate Greece. 
All Europe is puzzled to-day by the 
telegram of sympathy and support re 
ported to have been sent to King 
George by the Dowager Empress of 
Russia. Few believe that this mess- 
age is genuine, but if it is it means 
much, There is another point of great 
| significance. It is vo longer possib'e 
to deny that Russia has been energeti- 
| cally preparing for war for more than 
& month past, In fact, this is virtually 
| admitted in St. Petersburg, and the 
news censor there yesterday permitted

The powers, having failed 
to prevent the Greek occupation f 
j Crote, are now attempting to prohibit 
the despatch of further reinforcemonts, 
and «are stopping transports und 
threatening to blockade the Piravus. 


Meanwhile, the Sultan, after mobillz- 
ing on paper a fleet which cannut float, 
is concentrating the Turkish army in 
Macedonia for a campaign on the matn- 
land, and King George has called out 
the reserves, is accepting the help of 
revolutionary volunteers, and is send- 
ing every regiment into Thessaly, The 
powers are acting together, but find it 
impossible to hunt with the hounds 
and run with the hare, The Bustern 
question is apparently passing out of 
their control. The Greeks are iectured 
daily in The Times and other Conser- 
yative journals for their contumacy, ob- 
etinacy and recklessness, They are 
evidently the jingoes of the Near Fast, 
who are inspired with generous and 
chivalrous impulses for a people In dis- 
tress, and are lacking in reverence for 
the European concert of inaction, un- 
der which Turkey's appalling crimes 
in Armenia and Asia Minor have been 
licensed and condoned. They have gone 
to the rescue of Crete, just as Ameri- 
cans took up the cause of Venezuela, 
even at the risk of invOiving the An: 
glo-Saxon family in war. 

Such conduct is not understood by 
the Conservative censors in England, 
but is condemned as jingolsh, thought- 
less and highly reprehenstble. It 
arouses sympathy among Liberals and 
plain people. Mr, Gladstone and The 
Chronicle are already warning the Goy- 
ernment that the English fleet must 
not be allowed to fire upon the Greek 
ships, and that the Sultan is an outlaw, 
whose battles cannot be fought by Eng- 
lish sailors and marines. There is evr 
dence that the Liberal leaders will of- 
fer a united oppasition to the policy of 
blockading Crete and coercing Greece, 
and there are signs of popular agita- 
tion more powerful than the ill-directed 
Armenian movement, 

What is apparent is that the Greeks 
have rescued Crete from the oppressive 
rule of the Turks, and it is not prob- 


jable that the English people will con- 


gent to have the work of deliverance 
undone and the isiand handed back to 
the Sultan to be governed by metho ls 
of assassination. No majority is large 
enough to render secure the position 
of the Government which supports so 
wicked and abominable a policy as 
that. As for the trend of Continental 
opinion, it is most difficult to forecast 
it. France and Italy are friendly to 
the Greek cause from purely senti- 
mental reasons, but are waiting for 
Russia to reveal her policy; Germany 
and Austria are the strongest oppon- 
ents of Greek ambition, and are 
real advocates of the blockade of the 
Piraeus. Russia remains as inscrutable 
as the sphinx, Constantinople is her 
goal, but she may not yet be ready 
to march.

A Flower Mlssion Incident 


(From the Union Signal.) 

The following incident was related by 
one of the participants, presideat of u 
flourishing union in central Peonsylvania. 
I give it in her own words : 


“Very careful preparation had been 
made for this, our first gaol visitation on 
Flower Mission Day. Committees were 
appointed, not only for the gaol, but the 
hospital, the sick in homes, and the county 
poor farm. I, with a friend, was detailed 
for the last named place.

She paid no attention as we stood beside 
her bed, and placed the flowers in her 
hands. ‘* Is it worth while to pray 7 asked 
my friend. ‘Oh yes,’ I replied, * we must 
hotomit prayer. If she cannot understand 
God can, and will add his blessing.’ 


* As we rose from our knees we noticed 
4 change in the woman’s face. There was 
4 look of intelligence in the eyes like that 
on the countenance of a little child just 
awakening from 4 sleep. Very tenderly 
we bent over the bed, listening as she suid 
in ® low, audible voice, ‘I know a prayer,’ 
*Do you?’I asked. ‘Yes,’ sho Raped 
“Will yourepeat itforus?’ ‘Yes.’ And 
with clasped hands and closed eyes she 
prayed, ‘God bless father and mother and 
make me a good little girl.’ The simple 
act of devotion had resurrected the sleep- 
ing Memories of years, bridged the chasm 
ofa century and carried the feeble mind 
back to her childhood, back to her mother's 
knee where she had boon taught the simple 
petition—doubtless the only one she ever 
voiced.”

That was two years after tho 


Parliament met in this province, 
sucd in tho country, nor did a printing 
oftice oxist. It does not that the 
first statutes onacted were printed till 1802. 
The Gazette was mado up largely of official 
announcements, and, no doubt, owed its 
origin largely to the efforts of Governor 


Simooo, the first Governor of this province, 


Appear 


who was certainly a man of great spirit 
and enterprise. It was only issued a few 
years, and then ceased to exist for lack of 
adequate support. 

The Upper Canada Guardian appears to 
have been the second journalistic venture. 
Tt was established at York, near Toronto, 
in 1807. Joseph Wilcox, its publisher, cut 
a pretty prominent figure in the public 
affairs of this province for the next few 
years. He was strongly opposed to the 
Government of the day and found himself 
incarcerated in prison once or twice be- 
cause of that opposition. He was, how- 
ever, elected to Parliament, and was leader 
of the Opposition force there. When the 
war of 1812 began he joined the British 
forces and did patriotic service at first, but 
becoming dissatisfied with the treatment 
he received, he, with his usual impetuosity, 
went over to the American forces with a 
numberof men of his company. He was 
afterwards killed in the memorable battle 
at Fort Erie in 1814, His Guardian ceas- 
ed publication after the war began. 


The York Gazette was also established in 
York about 1801 and its office was do- 
stroyed, along with a lot of other build- 
ings, Py the American army, which inyad- 
ed York in 1813. It was not published 
afterwards, 


The Kingston Gazette, the fourth paper 
issued in the province, and the first one be- 
tween Toronto and Montreal, was first 
issued on the 25th of September, 1810. 
Morver & Kendall, late of Montreal, were 
the publishers, and Stephen Miles, then a 
young man, had charge of tho mechanical 
department. The noxt year the publishers 
resolved to retire, and seyeral prominent 
citizens formed a joint stock company and 
bought the establishment. These were 
the Hon. Richard Cartwright, Hon. Allen 
McLean, Thomas Markland, Lawrence 
Herchmer, Peter Smith and John Kerby. 
They arranged with Mr. Miles to assume 
the publication, which he did. From 1813 
to 1816 the Kingston Gazette was tho only 
newspaper published in Upper Canada. 
It ceased publication, however, and was 
resuscitated once or twice. In 1828 it began 
again under tho name of the Kings- 
ton Gazette and Religious Herald, and 
was continued for a few years, Mr. Miles 
then went to Prescott and established the 
Messenger, the first paper issued in that 
town. He afterwards entered the Method- 
ist ministry and became one of the early 
**cirouit riders.’ He was superannuated in 
his older days and lived and died with 
some of his descendants in the township of 
Ernesttown. 


E. Miles, fir many years publisher of 
the Hastings Chronicle at Belleville, is a 
son of his and is now one of the oldest 
printers in the Province of Ontario. 


Mr. Elisha Miles after the amalgamation 
of the Hastings Chronicle and the Belle- 
ville Ontario, became an attache of Tur 
INTELLICENCEK Ottice, where he was employ- 
ed for 20 years, until age compelled him to 
seek rest in retirement. He is still a resi- 
dent of Bolleville, and is 76 years of age.

“I pray my com- 
panion,” says the philosopher, “if he 
Wishes for bread to ask me for bread, 
and if he wishes for sassafras or arse- 
nic to ask me for them, and not to 
hold out his plate as if I knew al- 
ready.” 

Again says the sage: “The maiden at 
her first ball, the countryman at a city 
dinner, belleves that there Is a ritual 
according to which every act and com- 
pliment must be performed or the 
failing party must be cast out of this 
presence. Later they learn that 
sense and character make their own 
forms every moment and speak or ab- 
stain, take wine or refuse it, stay or 
go, sit in a chair or sprawl with child- 
ren on the floor, or stand on ‘thelr 
head, or what else soever in a new 
and aboriginal way; and that strong 
will is always in fashion, lot who will 
be unfashionable.

CIVIC ACCIDENT INSURANCE. 

The accounts recommended by the 
Executive passed without discussion. 

Ald. Doyle moved that Mr. A, Duncan 
Reid, representing the Ocean Accident 
and Guarantee Company, be heard regarding 
the insurance of the city against accidents 
to its employees. Mr. Reid stated that the 
city’s accidents in 1894 cost them $851 ; 
in 1895 the company that held the risk 
cancelled the policy when they saw they 
were losing money ; in 1896 his company 
had, for a premium of $409, paid $600. 
He held they could not renew the policy 
for less than $800 this year. 

Ald, Falkiner was of opinion that the 
losses sustained by the Ocean Accident 
and *Guaranteo Company were from the 
fact the claims were not contested, but 
settled. He felt that the city should fight 
its own battles this year. 


Ald. Hungerford thought the city should 
be insured, even if the amouxzt of the 
policy were smaller than last year. He 
said it cost the city $700 to fight the 
Vanorman claim. 

Ald. Grills thought it would be cheaper 
to see that the city by-law regarding the 
cleaning of snow was enforced, and a man 
or two hired to see that sidewalks were re- 
paired in summer than to take out a policy 
of insurance, 

Ald. Brown wanted insurance for the 
city and at once. 

Ald. Doyle thought it would be better to 
be insured if the risk could be obtained at 
a reasonable rate, but if not, he would 
favor the city assuming the risk, 

Ald. Chisholm did not wish to oppose 
insurance, but he wished to point out that 
if a Company holding a risk came to this 


city and found that an accident was due to 


the city’s nogligeuce they could recover 
from the city the amount paid out. 

Ald. Panter thought the city should go 
slow. The jump from $400 to $800 was 
too great. 

Mr. Reid said if the city would enforce 
the snow by-law his company would take 
$100 from the premium. 

The Mayor askod Mr. Roid for what 
amount his company would insure the city 
for $400,

To detach 
Crete from the rule of the Turk was 
the only policy worthy of Great Bri- 
tain, and he hoped that such a policy 
would be pursued. To take up arms 
against a people who were rightly fight- 
ding for their freedom would not be 
tolerated by the country. 

Prior to the introduction of Mr, La- 
bouchere’s motion to adjourn, Mr. 
Curzon, Under Foreign Secretary,

‘Mr. Chairman and gentlemen.’ The

Your correspondent has secured the 
following document, which shows that 
Mr. Bertrand was quite willing to 
holst the Separate school banner In 
St. Boniface, had Mgr, Langevin been 
willing to accept him. The program 
submitted to His Grace of St, Boniface 
by the Liberal candidate and refused 
by the monseigneur, reads thus: ‘Mgr. 
gives us this direction not to vote for 
a candidate (1) who accepts the set- 
tlement; (2) who is willing to give the 
settlement a trial; (3) who recognizes 
as leaders the men who approve of the 
settlement. 

“First, I declare that I have never 
accepted the settlement, My efforts in 
the Legislature would tend to improve 
the law in the Catholic sense, and I 
wlll propose every possible amendment 
to the settlement in Uthat sense. Sec 
ond, I have expressed the opinion that 
it would be advantageous to us to give 
the settlement a trial, but as woe are 
forbidden to make or advise such trial, 
{ accept this disciplinary direction and 
sonform myself to it, Third, I blame 
ihe passing of the Act of 180, and I 
will consider it my duty to say 80 In 
the House. My first and second de 
slarations apply to this third point.

The Altorney-General proposes to 
dntroduce an Act to make belter 
Provision for the Keeping and Audit 
ing of Municipal and School Board 
Accounts,” and authorizes the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor to appoint an officer to 
be known as the provincial municipal 
auditor, and confers power upon that 
officer to frame rules, with the appro- 
val of the Lieutenant-Governor, to 
regulate the form of books of account 
to be kept by treasurers and the sys’ 
tem of bookkeeping to be adopted and 
the manner in which securities and 
moneys of municipalities and ‘school 
boards are to be kept and the auditing 
of said documents, that the auditor 
shall prepare sets of books for use by 
the various classes of municipalities. 
except cities, and when approved by 
the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council 
these books are to be procured and 
used in these municipalities, « 

The auditor may also, if directed by 
the Lieutenant Governor-in-Councll, 
prepare books of account for the use 
of school boards, The auditor may at 
any time on his Own motion, when re- 
quested by a member of the municipai 
council, if directed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council, or if required by 
requisition in writing, signed by 30 
ratepayers, make a full gudit and in- 
Spection of the books and moneys in 
the hands of the treasurer or collector, 
or the auditor may authorize the work 
to be done by some person to be ap- 
proved by the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council. The auditor ts to have full 
power to summon witnesses and to 
compel the production of books and 
documents in the same manner as in 
court, and municipal treasurers within 
five days from their appointment to 
office are to inform the auditor of their 
appointment, giving him their full 
name and postofiice address, and the 
auditor is to report to the municipality 
find to make such recommendations as 
may seem to him to be necessary for the 
due carrying out of the law, It is to be 
the duty of the members to see that the 
Act is duly carried out, The expenses 
of an inquiry made by the auditor are 
to be paid by the municipality to the 
Provincial Treasurer when the audl- 
tor personally conducts the inquiry or 
to the person deputed by bim In other 
Cases, 

The auditor is to be paid by salary. 
He jis to report annually upon the 
number and character of the investiga 


tlons made by him @nd as to any 
changes in the rules or law which he 
may consider advisable.

The first anthology was a collection 
of Greek poems, epigrams and other 
emall pieces by Archilochus, Sappho, 
Somonides, Meleager, Plato. and others 
between 680 and % B.C. 

In 1471 a French baron offered @ 
pledge of ten marks of silver that a 
copy of Avincenna, which he desired 
to read, would be returned, and even 
with this security, equal in our money 
to over $60, his request was refused. 

It is asserted by typographical au- 
thority that the first Bible printed in 
America was “John Eliot's Indian 
Bible,” in 1663. The language inta 
which this bible was translated is ex- 
tinct, and St Is said only one or two 
persons are able to read it. 

The ‘Book of Common Prayer,” was 
prepared by the command of Henry 
VIII. In 1546. It underwent several 
revisions, but the second, made in the 
reign of Edward VI., very nearly ap- 
proached the prayer book as used to- 
day in the Church of England. The 
prayer for the royal family was in- 
troduced by James I. 

Most of the chapters of Livy, as well 
as some of the entire compositions of 
Cicero and other ancient authors, have 
been recovered fram the palimpsests, 
the original writing having been par- 
tlally effaced in order that the mon- 
kish transertbers might use the parch- 
ment for their homilies.

THE POLICY OF DUPLICITY. 
































During tho past fow yoars, the policy of 
the Laurier-Greenway combination upon 
the question of the Manitoba schools has 
been one of duplicity, and as varied as are 
the colors of the chameleon. In Vorchoros 
Mr, Geoffrion pledged himself in the most 
solomn manner, that if he were elected he 
would support any remedial bill which 
might be introduced into the Commons 
providing for the romoving of the 
grievances, which the Law Lords of the 
Priyy Council in England had declared to 
exist, so far as the school law of 1890 of 
Manitoba affected the minority, He was 
elected to Parliament and then voted 
against a Bill which had for its object the 
removal, so far asthe Federal Parliament 
had the power to remove, those grievances 
Mr, Fitzpatrick gave a written pledgu ¢ 
the same effect, and then joined a Cabinet, 
every member of which followed Mr 
’-Laur‘er in his Opposition to the Bill. The 
fact is, they each had a policy to suit the 
particular locality in which they were at 
the moment. 

The same tactics have just basen 
Ssre-enacted in the election in 
St. Boniface. The Liberal candidate, 
Mr. S. A. D. Bertrand, was endorsed by 
the Greenway Government as a supporter, 
and in favor of the Laurier-Greenway 
settlement of the school question. The 
Hon. Mr. Laurier, Promier of the Do- 
minion, dispatched Mr, Brodeur, Deputy 
Speaker of the House »f Commons, not 
only to endorse his candidature, but to 
address the electors on his behalf, affirm- 
ing his approval of the so-called settle- 
ment. Hon. Mr, Tarte announced at a 
meeting in Montreal that as an evidence 
of the acceptance by the minority in Mani- 
toba of the Laurier-Greonway settlement, 
Mr. Bertrand would be triumphantly 
elected in St. Boniface. Had he been re- 
turned at the head of the poll instead of 
coming within fourteen votes of losing his 
deposit, it would have been heralded to 
the world as a grand triumph for Dominion 
and Manitoba Ministers, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that their candidate declared 
his disapproval of the measure in a letter 
‘issued and read to the people in such parts 
of the electoral district as are principally, 
if not exclusively, Roman Catholic, of 
which the following is a copy ;— 


‘His Grace directs not to vote fora can- 
didate : i tend accepts the settlement; 
2nd, who wishes to give the samea trial ; 
3rd, who acknowledges as his leaders men 
who approve of the settlement,

While this game was being played in 
Roman Catholic portions of the constit- 
uoncy, a totally different tune was being 
sung in the English Protestant portions of 
the Riding. On the Wednesday night be- 
for the election, the above letter was read 
to the electors a} St. Adolphe, and on the 
same night in an English speaking portion 
of the constituency, ‘* several of Winnipeg's 
leading Liberals hold a meeting, at which 
they declared for the upholding of the 
present settlement of the school question.’ 
Thus it will be seen that Mr. Bertrand 
was the advocate of Separate Schools 
where he considered it im his interest to be 
80, and 4 supporter of the Laurier-Green- 
way school juggle in other sections of the 
Riding. 

This kind of deception and chicanery 
assisted, materially, in giving Mr. Laurier a 
majority at the last election. The electora 
of St. Boniface profited by the lessons 
they had learned ; and though Mr, Deputy 
Speaker Brodeur tried to repeat the 
Quebec and Ontario Liberal tactics in 
Manitoba, he failed, Trickery and de- 
ception often succeed once, but seldom a 
second time with the aame people, 

Who could have asked fora more subser- 
vient follower of the Bishop than Mr. 
Bertrand declared himself to be, in bis 
famous lotter read to the electors of St. 
Adolphe ? No one, had they believed him 
The same trick'had been played in the 
older Provinces successfully, and those 
who believed the deceivers wero duped. 
The olectors of St. Boniface know it and

Athens, Feb. 23.—A despatch to The 
Asty from Canea says that the foreign 
Warships are now rigorously blockad- 
ing the coast of Crete. The British 
torpedo boats are especially active, 
rapidly steaming along the coast and 
keeping a sharp look-out to prevent 
the landing of troops, provisions or 
munitions or-war, Many vessels have 
been stopped by the blockading fleets 
and not allowed to proceed until they 
Satisfactorily proved that they were 
engaged in legitimate business. So 
strict Is the blockade that the carrying 
of letters to the Piraeus from the force 
of Col, Vassos, the commander of the

The entire country is in a state of in- 
tense anxiety and unrest over the 
situation, and there is the wildest spe- 
culation as to what the fina] outcome 
will be. The people are deeply incensed 
against the powers for thelr interven- 
Uon in Crete and their attitude Is caus- 
ing some apprehension in court and 
Government circles. King George to- 
day issued a proclamation that is in- 
tended to cool the popular passions 
and thug avert what might prove a 
national) crisis. He enjoins the country 
to be calm and dignified and to confide 
in the Government, which, he says, is 
doing everything possible to uphold 
the honor of Greece and maintain the 
rights of the Hellenic peoples. 





Mure Firing at Canca 


Canea, Feb. 23.—Great excitement 
was caused here last night by smart 
rifle firing to the westward of the town. 
It was soon learned that the firing was 
taking place between the Turkish out- 
posts and Christian insurgents, and 
the report spread that the outposts had 
been driven back and the insurgents 
were approaching the town. Crowds of 
residents went to the ramparts of the 
city and anxiously watched the out- 
come of the fighting. The firing ceas- 
ed in a short time without either side 
having gained any material advantage 
or so far as known causing any casu- 
alties. 

A Turkish warship in Suda Bay and 
the soldiers in the arsenal there to- 
day fired repeatedly at the village, 
which was shelled Sunday by the for- 
eign fleets. There was absolutely no 
reason for this attack except that the 
Turks were desrious of provoking an 
occasion for further intervention on 
the part of the European powers. A 
white flag was flying over the posi- 
tion occupied by the insurgents, but 
this did not prevent the firing. ‘The 
insurgents, understanding probably the 
motives of the Turks, did not reply to 


room ON | the fire. 


The leaders of the insurgents who 
were shelled Sunday have made through 
the Greek commodore a formal protest 
against the action of the foreign ad- 
mirals. They declare in their protest 
that, acting in obedience to the powers, 
they refrained from actual hostilities 
against the Moslems as long as it was 
possible, but the Turks having shelled 
thelr position for two days, they were 
finally compelled to reply to the fire. 
They ask whether the powers are de- 
termined to allow the Turks to destroy 
the Christians in Crete, as they did the 
Armenians in Anatolia.

Aa has lony beon known to all who Tavs 
takon an interest in the subject, the reason 
why gold mining in the Hastings region has 
proved a failure ever since the wondor ful 


discovory which was made in the Richard 


son hill in Madoc in 1866, was that 
the precious metal was thoroughly 
incorporated with very heavy propor 
tions of arsonic and sulphur. Gold 


there was in abundance, as a number of 
assayers, including Prof. Chapman and the 
late Dr. Bell, demonstrated bayond ques: 
tion by thousands of tests of tho mispickel 
ores from many townships in this and 
adjoining counties ; but the gold could not 
bo soparatod from its matrix when work- 
ing on a large— wo might say commercial— 
scale by any process then known to ecience 
or to practical minors, although all were 
resorted to in turn. A small proportion 
only of the yellow metal would yield 
itself to the operator ; the rest would ran 
off in the tailings, to be gathored in after 
years by a number of laborers who worked 
thom over by hand process, with a fair 
return for their labor. Thus it was that 
ores that assayed from $8 to $30 or more 
the ton could not be profitably 
worked, and development was 
doned by all but faithful fow.

Gatling—one of the ‘‘noblest Romans 
of them all”—spent a fortune and 
died in his pursuit of the elusive yellow 
fiend, who never loses his power over those 
who once yield to his fascinations. But 
the few enthusiasts still remained, includ- 
ing Messrs. John MoFee, W. A. Hunger- 
ford, Samuel and Geo. Bull, of this city, 
and J. EK, Harrison, of Bridgewater, who 
have never wavored in their bolief that 
the demon who guarded the gold of Tus- 
tings against those who would rive it from 
its den and scaiter it abroad through tho 
world, would at last be overcome. The 
operations of A| W. Carscallen, F. R. 
Linghain, the Messrs. Pearce and 'T. D., 
Ledyard, kept hope alive in them. Their 
well-tried faith has at last been vindicated ; 
their glowing anticipations are about to be 
realized. Would that we could add that 
their reward is to be in accordance with 
their deserts. 

It is hardly necessary to state that this 
result is to bs accomplished by tha Cana- 
dian Gold Fields Company, the history of 
whose operations at Deloro, in Marmora 
township, during the past six months, 
his been fully given in these columns. It 
has been generally understood that on the 
result of this company’s enturprise de- 
pended the fate for many years to come, 
if not for all time, of the gold mining in- 
dustry in this portion of Ontario, The 
quiet contidence of the company, who had 
tested a quantity of the Marmora mis- 
pickel in England, in going on mining on 
4 large scale, erecting buildings and plac- 
ing an extensive and costly plant on their 
property before completing their reduction 
works, had an excellunt effect. ‘he com- 
pany’s employees maintained a discreet 
silence, in spite of which the LxreLuicEn- 
ceR some time ago had private informa- 
tion that by the bromo-cyanogen process 
the company’s experts had been able to 
extract 95 per cent. of the gold. This fact 
has now beon made public by the Toronto 
World—a journal which is worthy of 
yraiso for its eaterprise in that regard—in 
teissue of the 24th inst., iu connection 
with the visit of a depytation from Madoc 
to the Ontario Government, asking for the 
location in that village of a reduction fur 
nace for the testing of ores in large quanti- 
ties, The deputation, which was composed 
of Messrs, A. F, Wood, ex-M. P. P., 
Thomas Cross and Arthur Coe, was accom: 
panied by Mr, A. G. Swinney, General 
Manager of the Deloro mines. Mr. Swin- 
noy stated that the Canadian Gold Fields 
Co, is entirely satistied with the results of 
its experiments, and that there was not 
the slightest doubt that the company by 
means of its new bromo-cyanogen process 
could successfully treat the mispickel ores 
of Hastings County. Before the extensive 
outlay of money at Deloro was entored up- 
on several tons of the ore had been ship- 
pod to England to bo tested, and by means 
of the Lew method it had been found pos- 
sible to save no less than 92 per cent. of 
the procious motal. This must be con- 
sidered a wonderfully successful result, and 
the best of it was that the cost of treat- 
mont did not exceed $2 per ton.

PUBLIC ASSAY OFFICE. 


Belleville’s Claims Strongly Endorsed by a 
Well-Known Miner. 


The following letter, addressed to Mayor 
Johnson, will be read with interest and 
pleasure by the people of Belleville : 

Trour Oneek, Ont., Feb. 20th, 1897. 


Mr, J. W. Johnson, Mayor, Belleville, 
Ont. : 


Dear Sir,—I have just read an ac- 
count of your deputation waiting upon the 
Ontario Government, asking that an assay 
office be established in Belleville. T have 
been doing something at prospecting dur- 
ing the last year, and from my limited ex- 
perience I find that it is next to impossible 
to get an assay office that can be relied 
on. 

A friend of mine, who is interosted in a 
claim about twelve miles from here, sent 
samples of the same ore to seven different 
assayers. Four of these asrayors found 
gold and silver in. the ore; two found 
nothing, and one found nickel, iron and 
arsenic. The question arises, whom are 
we to believe ? 


Thave had conflicting reports on ores 
which I sent to bo assayed. Ol] winers 
tell me that most assayers are sharks. I 
think thatsoma of them are - dishonest, 
some are incompetent, atid others are lazy, 
while a few are genuine, but it is hard to 
know who are to be relied upon. 


If your mission to Toronto ineets with 
success, I shall be thankful, as anyone 
interested in mining must know that it is 
necessary to haye such an office establish- 
ed, and you iu Belleyille doserve the office 
if for no other reason than for your 
promptness in sending such a strong 
deputation to urge its establishment. 

I may ask if you havea personal inter- 
eat in any mines, and if you are open for 
any investment in that direction. I have 
4 special tneans of ascertaining the location 
of gold or silver bodies, and intend to push 
it a8 soon as the snow is gone; and whon 
I find outcrops of ore, as I assuredly shall, 
I will need reliable assays, and sball also 
need the co-operation of monied men in 
order to develop the claims. 

I should be pleased to know what en- 
couragement you received from the 
Government. They should comply with 
your request, and no sane man would 
object to their doing so. 

Hoping that you may share in the com- 
ing Proepeauy which I firmly believe the 
whole country will experience during 1897,

The surplus product of United States 
factories, worked by cheap forelen la 
bor was being slaughtered in Canada 
The net protection on springs, etc,, was 
only 15 per cent., against 45 per cent 
protection In the United States He 
submitted a confidential balance sheet 
to show the company’s profita were 
not excessive 

Mr. Warnock pointed out that the 
retention of the specific duty of le per 
pound in addition to 20 per cent. ad 


valorem was necessary, the former be- 
ing swallowed up in the duty of $10 
® ton on spring steel. 

Mr. Paterson having enquired if the 


Witness had tried Novm Scotia steel, 
the reply was: “Yes, to a small ex- 
tent; but I prefer the English to either 
United States or Canadian.” 


Mr. Matthews of Gananoque remark- 
ed that the Nova Scotia steel men add- 
ed the duty every time. 

Mr. Coughlin said that while a free 
trader, heart and soul, he certainly 
thought “we should protect ourselves 
against the extraordinary and unfair 
competition from the United States.’ 
He noted that United States manufac- 
turers were selling springs at 2 1-2c 
ber pound, a@ Uttle less than the wit- 
meas could buy the spring steel for. 

To a question by Mr. Paterson, he 
said he feared the Americans would 
soon contro] the Iron and steel mar- 
ket of the world. He was opposed to 
the drawback system. Mr. Matthews 
added that his firm used Nova Scotia 
steel and found it of good quality. 

Mr, Blackwell did not ask for free 
raw material, but urged no alteration 
in the specific duty on switches and 
springs. 

Mr. H. D. Warren, President of the 
Gutta Percha and Rubber Company of 
Toronto, said thelr position was simply 
that they wanted to be left alone. He 
submitted a statement showing that 
the Canadian protection on rubber 
manufactures was less than the low- 
est tariff in the States. The duty on 
rubber did not affect the farmer, who 
Was but a very small consumer of rub- 
ber, Except the Pioneer Company of 
Montreal, all the others had lost 
money. The market was so limited 
that machines were idle half the time 
and wages were higher than in the 
United States, because all-round men 
had to be employed here instead of 
specialists, The output was quite mis- 
cellaneous, a severe handicap, He 
hoped that, a reduction having been 
made in 18%, no change would be made 
now. He added that the present tariff 
uncertainty Wag paralyzing business. 

Mr. McGill of the Canada Rubber 
Company spoke in like manner, 

Messrs, J, B. Payne and John Archi- 
bald of Granby, Que., gave their state- 
ment in private on the tobacco ques- 

on. 

The glass manufacturers were next 
heard. Mr, David Yuille, Montreal, re- 
presenting the Diamond Glass Com- 
pany, said there were eleven of the fac 
tories In Canada practically running 
as one. They paid half a million in 
Wages annually and produced to the 
value of about a million. He complain- 
ed of subsidized German competition. 
What cost the Canadian manufacturer 
$100 to turn out cost the German only 
$60; the production was only 30 per 
cent. He asked an added specific duty 
of bc a dozen on blown tumblers and 
le per dozen on bottles, 

Mr. Snider of the Dominion Glass 
Company, Montreal, gave some inter- 
esting evidence, His chief complaint 
was of slaughter sales of lamp chim- 
neys from the United States. It was 
one particular firm he was after, to 
use Mr. Snider’s own words. He pro- 
duced a circular of this United States 
firm reading: “We will sell our second 
grade chimneys outside the United 
States for what they will fetch; we 
Sell no seconds In the United States.” 
Mr, Snider said this was just what this 
Yankee manufacturer was doing, sell- 
ing seconds In Canada for what they 
would fetch, ‘Ten cents a dozen more 
duty will protect us against this un- 
fair competition,” he added. “It seems 
a large duty to ask, but it’s right." 
His factory sold lamp chimneys at 26c 
to 38c per dozen, according to size; 
the selling price of these American 
seconds was 7c to 20c. 

Mr, Fielding observed that the protec- 
tion asked was about equal to 90 per 
cent., and suggested, facetiously, that 
it might be as well to provide that the 
American maker should not give his 
goods away. 

Mr. Snider: He'll not do that. If we 

get this duty it'll pay him betler to 
break up his seconds and use them over 
again. 
i, G. S. Wilcox of the Ontario Roll- 
ing Mills, Hamilton, submitted a state- 
ment in support of the retention of the 
duty on their fron products. Amongst 
other things it Was suggested that 
there should be a bonus on pig tron 
only, as puddle bar and steel ingot 
could not be produced cheaply enough 
in Canada to allow the rolling” mills 
of this country to compete with those 
of the United States. He suggested 
confidentially certain changes in the 
duty on scrap iron, 

Mr. William Abbott, Montreal, urged 
that no reduction be made in the duty 
on cut nails, He also asked that the 
present duty of 30 per cent. on horse 
shoes be changed to “once cent per 
pound specific, and not less than 30 
per cent.” 

Mr, Wilcox asked that If any reduc- 
tion be made in the duty on bar irons 
the duty be reduced on bituminous coal 
for rolling mill purposes. At present, 
laid down in Hamilton, United States 
soft coal cost five times what it did 
in the States. The duty was 60 cents 
a ton, and it took a ton of coal to pro 
duce a ton of bar tron. 

Mr. William Smail, Canada Horse 
Shoe Nail Co,, Montreal, representing 
also others in the business, asked prac- 
tleally that no change be made in the 
tariff. 

The Paper Makers’ Association, re- 
presented by Mr. J. C, Wilson, La- 
chute, Mr, Barber, W. H| Rowley of 
the E. B, Eddy Company and others, 
desired to be heard in private. Their 
spokesmen said they might have to 
mention names that it would not be 
well to have published, It is under 
stood they asked, among other conces- 
sions, an export duty on pulp wood, 

A delegation of wall paper manufac- 
turers wae also Included In the private 
hearing with the paper manufacturers, 

Messrs. H. BE, Stearns and R, Hen- 
derson, Montreal, repreeenting the cot 
ton batting and wadding industry, de 
sired no change fn the tarlff, but ask- 
ed a different customs classification,

_ Tasale tn the Cabinet Over the Ballding 
| of the Crow's Nest Batliway-Our 
Mineral Output 

Ottawa, Feb. 24.—(Special.)—There 
is a lively tuasle going on in Cabinet 
circles over the Crow's Nest Railway 
charter. Mr. Blair, since his visit to 
the Kootenay Country, has become an 
ardent advocate of Government con- 
struction and operation of the road, and 
is, therefore, opposed to the C.P.R. 
securing a monopoly of the pass, On 
the other hand an apparent mafurity of 
the Ministers are in favor of the big 
transcontinental company building the 
line. 

A summary of the mineral produc- 


tion of Canada last year was issued by 
the Geological Survey to-day, the total 
value being placed at $23,627,305, as 
against $22,000,000 in 1895. The value 
of the metal is given at $3,039,640, made 
up as follows: Copper (fine in ore, 
etc.), 9,385,656 pounds, $1,021,148; gold, 

2,810,206; iron ore, 88,206 tons, $184,313; 
lead (fine in ore. etc,), 24,199,977 pounds, 
$721,384; nickel (fine in ore, ete.), 3, 
600,000 pounds, $1,155,000; silver (fine in 
ore, etc.), 3,205,343 ounces, $2,147,589; to- 
tal metallic, $8,039,640. The value of 
iron metallic totals $15,087,665, the chief 
items being coal], 3,743,234 tons, value 
$8,006,305, and petroleum, 726,822 barrels, 
Value $1,155,646. 

The official statistical statement 
shows Increases in the production cf 
coal, copper, gold, lead and silver, 
while the output of fron ore, natural 
gas ($276,301) and nickel, has fallen 
off to a considerable extent. The in- 
crease in coal is altogether due to Nova 
Scotia, which produced 296,153 net tons 
more than In 1895, but this increased 
output is offset in a large measure by 
a decrease of 104,629 tons in the pro- 
duction of British Columbia. 

Copper shows a large decrease in 
Ontario, and a small increase in Que- 
bec, while British Columbia's contri- 
bution fs 3,818,556 lbs., which amount is 
1,848,193 Ibs. more than in 18)5. In 
gold large increases are to be credited 
to Nova Scotia and Ontario, but Brit- 
ish Columbia heads the list with an 
increase over the previous year of $497,- 
675. 

Owing to the dull state of the iron 
market during the year, the produc- 
tion of iron ore has fallen off to a con- 
siderable extent in all the provinces 
with the c...,\ on of Ontario. The 
exception is directly due to the eree- 
tion of the blast furnace at Hamilton, 
Ont., the company obtaining all the 
Canadian ores smelted from that pro- 
vince, 

The production of lead ig altogether 
that of British Columbia, and has in- 
creased in the year by over 1,000,000 
lbs., but a decrease in the market 
price of some 8 per cent. 
total value by $28,582. 

Natural gas shows a decrease in 
value of $146,761, or about 34 per cent, 
which would seem to be due to a heavy 


falling off in the production of the 
Welland gas field. 
Ontario's nickel production is re- 


duced during the year by nearly 400,- 
000 lbs., and shows a decrease in 
value of over $200,000. 

British Columbia shows an output of 
silver amounting to 3,135,343 ounces, 
valued at $2,100,689, an increase during 
the past 12 months of 1,429,660 ounces 
in quantity and in value of nearly a 
million dollars,

Governor's Palace Burned. 


Athens, Feb. 244.—A despatch from 
Canea says that during the fire In the 
Governor's palace there to-day the 
Governor's safe fell from the floor on 
which it stood into the ruins and 
burst open. The safe contained seven 
thousand pounds Turkish. The sol- 
fiers who had gathered about the 
burning building and were engaged in 
trying to extinguish the flames, upon 
weeing the contents of the safe ex- 
posed, tried to steal the money, but 
were prevented by the European offi- 
cers, who directed the sailors under 
their command to fire a volley of blank 
cartridges at the would-be robbers. 
The incident nearly caused a riot be 
tween the Turis and Europeans. Ie 
mail Bey accused the sailors of plun- 
dering th@epalace, and an investigation 
was at once begun by the admirals of 
the foreign warships. The inquiry 
proved that the charges against the 
sailors were entirely without founda- 
tion. 





A Vivid Description 


London, Feb. 2%—The Daily News 
will tomorrow publish a despatch 
from Canea, giving a vivid description 
of the burning of the Governor's pal- 
ace there today. Vice-Admiral Cane- 
varo of the Italian squadron, who is 
in command of the united naval forces 
In Cretan waters, resided in the palace, 
which was guarded by a strong force 
of Italian sailors. The energetic ef- 
forts of the British marines, who form 
a@ part of the foreign force occupying 
the town, alone saved the -thickly- 
populated district In which the palace 
was located from destruction. Detach- 
ments of sailors from the warships in 
the harbor were landed and rendered 
valuable aid in fighting the flames. 

The fire destroyed the last vestige of 
machinery of the Turkish Government. 
All of the records were consumed, a8 
well as contracts and financial, legal 
and municipal documents. While the 
palace was burning the Moslem rabbie 
set fire to several houses in the town 
and suburbs. The Montenegrin police, 
who patrolled the town, extinguished 
these fires when It was possible for 
them to do so, but three large houses 
belonging to Christian merchants who 
were absent were destroyed, 





Situntion Causes Anxiety, 


Canea to a news agency 
the situation in that town causes much 
anxiety. The Mussulman populace ere 
armed and greatly excited. Turks have 
been parading the streets, exhibiting 
thetr indignation in various ways. 

The situation at Selino, the despatch 
says, is serious, the Benghazi Arabs 
threatening to burn the entire town 
because the Beys, as they assert, have 
deserted them. The suggestion of the 
consuls that a mixed force be landed 
in order to aHow the besieged Moslems 
to retreat has mot been adopted, the 
foreign admirals 
confine their action to the sending of 
warships to exercise a mora] influence 
upon the contending parties, whom, it 
seems, however, there is little hope of 
reconciling. 





Crete to Be Liberated. 

London, Feb. 24.—The Daily News to- 
morrow will say that the statements 
to be made in ParHament by Lord Sal- 
isbury and Mr, Balfour regarding the 
Cretan situation are to the effect that 
the powers have agreed to Lord Sal- 
isbury’s proposals and have decided to 
Mberate Crete from direct Turkish rule. 





Greeee Will Porsevere. 

London, Feb. 24.—The Standard to- 
morrow will publish an Athens de- 
spatch, saying it is stated there upon 
good authority that the Greek Govern 
ment rejects the Dp of the 
powers to estaib¥ish autonomy in Crete 
and proposes to persevere in the policy 
adopted by King George. 

The despatch also says that the of- 
ficial report of the engagement which 
took place outside of Canea on 
day last states that 500 Turks were 
Killed and 105 captured. 


A FISH'S MEMORY. 





A German Professor Wants Information 
on the Subject. 


We have to live such busy, cyclopae- 
dic lives nowadays that it is very de- 
lightful sometimes to turn aside into 
soe quiet corner and watch a speécial- 
list at work.

Professor Roberts-Austen of London 
in a lecture before the Royal Saciety, 
recently spoke on The Interdifusibt 
lity of Solld Metals While Cold.”

He showed that 
when clean sheeta of lead and gold are 
held together in the absence of air at 
a temperature of 40 degrees they will 
unite firmly, and can only be separted 
by a force equal to one-eighth of the 
breaking strain of the lead.

which you are accredited that Her 
Majesty's Government propose to make 
the following declaration of the policy 
they Intend to pursue, which they be- 
lieve to be in accordance with that of 
their allies; . 

“First, that the establishment of 
administrative autonomy in Crete Is 
necessary to the termination of inter- 
national occupation of that island. 

“Second, that, subject to such sys- 
tem of administrative autonomy, 


, Crete ought to remain a portion of the 


Turkish Empire. 

“Third, that the Governments of 
Turkey and Greece ought to be inform- 
ed of this resolution, 

“Fourth, that if either Turkey or 
Greece should persist in a refusal when 
required to withdraw her naval and 
military forces from the island, the 
powers should impose their decision by 
force.” 

Lord Salisbury sald it did not follow 
that the Turkish troops would be 
withdrawn from Crete immediately: 
nevertheless Whe practical withdrawal 
of her troops from the island was a 
necessary condition to the establish- 
ment of autonomy, and they would. 
therefore, be withdrawn. 

The Premier then gave as instances 
of autonomous administrations tlie 
form of government which now exists 
in the Island of Samos, a Turkish pos- 
session, and which formerly yrreevailed 
{n Servia, and proceeded to say he 
imagined that the powers would re- 
quire the Greek troops in Crete to be 


» withdrawn at an earlier date than 
, the Turkish troops, but he was unable 


to give any further details until he 
knew what decision had be2n reached 
by the powers, Still, it was his belief 
that the powers recognized the prin- 
ciples he had announced as animating 
their policy. 

Lord Kimberley, who was Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in the Cabinet of 
Lord Rosebery, sald that the state- 
ment just made by Lord Salisbury was 
One of great gravity, and would re- 
quire careful consideration on his part 
Peters he felt prepared to make any 
observations thereon. The House then 
adjourned, 

The whole incident occupied twenty 
minutes. Subsequently the Earl of 
Kimberley held a conference with Sir 
William Harcourt in a private room. 





The Commons Crowded, 

London, Feb. 25—The floor and gal- 
leries of the House of Commons were 
crowded with members and spectators 
at the opening of to-day's sitting, in 
view of the announcement in the news- 
papers this morning that the Govern- 
ment would define thelr policy in re- 
gard to Crete. 

Shortly after the Speaker had taken 
his seat Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, First 
Lord of the Treasury and the Govern- 
ment leader in the House of Commons, 
made a statement similar to the one 
made by Lord Salisbury in the House 
of Lords, at the conclusion of which 
Sir Willam Harcdéurt, the jeader of the 
Opposition, said that the statement 
concerning the Cretan situation and 
the methods to be employed in its set- 
tlement which had just been laid be- 
fore the House by Mr. Balfour was 
of the gravest character, It affected 
the present and future relations of 
Great Britain with the powers of Eu- 
rope, besides Turkey and Greece, and 
its gravity was especially shown In 
its last paragraph relating to the em- 
ployment of force in the event of the 
persistent refusal of Turkey or Greece 
to comply with the demands of the 
powers. He requested the Government 
to fix an early date for debating the 
matter,

Four 
torpedo tubes were mounted and six 
of the new heavy guns of the Orondos 
pattern, 

Gen. Navarro, head of the navy, 
ordered all available war vessels 
concentrate In Havana harbor 
Reina Mercedes was already here. 
The Legazpi arrived this morning. The 
slight repairs to the Infanta Isabel, 
the Nueva Espana and the Nunez Pin- 
zon are being pushed day and night 
with the greatest urgency. The Conde 
Vendanito and the Alfonso XII. are 
cruising and patrolling the north 
coast. They have been communicated 
with and will be in Havana within two 
days. The gunboats Reina Christina 
and Vasco Nunez Balboa are also ¢x- 
pected. 

The Captain-General has cabled to 
Liverpool for 60,000 tons of Cardiff 
Welsh coal for the vessels. Hundreds 
of cablegrams are pouring {n on Gen. 
Lee from every quarter of the globe, 
congratulating him upon the stand he 
has taken, those from the United 
States promising patriotic action in 
Congress. 

The report that Consul-General Lee 
had been given hts passports by the 
Spanish authorities in Cuba caused a 
flutter at the Senate end of the Cap!- 
tol, where the action of the Senate 
committee on the Sangcullly case has 
revived Interest In Cuban affairs. Sena- 
tors are guarded in their utterances, 
preferring to await some confirmation

Will Wait Ne Longer 

Washington, Feb. 25.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations held a 
special meeting this morning for the 
purpose of again considering the reso- 
lution reported yesterday, instructing 
the President to demand the immediate 
release of Julfo Sanguilly, an American 
citizen, now confined in prison in Cuba. 
The case was carefully discussed, and 
the committee reached the unanimous 
conolusion that the Senate could af* 
ford to wadt mo longer for Spain to 
keep her promises made to Secretary 
Olney to release him, and the discus- 
sion was reached to Insist upon the 
consideration and passage of the reso- 
lution to the opposition of appropria- 
tion measures and everything else.

Mr, Fielding has not yet decided 
whether he will send the Superinten- 
dent of Insurance to Boston’ to ex- 
amine into the affairs of Massachusets 
Benefit Association, as requested by 
Mr. Lount, M.P. A high authority 
today discussed the point as to whe- 
ther the Government can take any ac- 
tion In the matter on behalf of the 
policyholders. In ordinary mutual 
Insurance the companies practically 
have the power to make the premiums 
as high as they like. People who go 
in for mutual benefit insurance assume 
that risk in so doing. But Mr. Lount, 
who Is acting for the Canadian policy- 
holders of the company, takes the posi- 
tion that when the Canadian Mutual 
Company transferred its business in 
1892 to the Massachusetts Company 
there Was an agreement as to maxi- 
mum premium charges. It is stated 
that the company’s assessments in the 
United States are equally as high as 
in Canada; that In fact, the organiza- 
tion is making a fight to keep up, and 
is only demanding unusual payments 
from its policy-holders ‘because of an 
unusual death rate. There is a desire 
also to squeeze out old policy-holders 
and run the business on good risks, 
that Is with young men, 

Hon. EB. H. Bronson, M. L. A., for 
Ottawa, Is In a precarious etate of 
health, and yesterday was so ill as 
to cause fears that his recovery was 
doubtful. He was attacked by heart 
failure and for a while it was a ques- 
tion as to whether the end was not 
very close, Six medical men were un- 
remitting In thelr attentions upon him. 
The family were summoned, but to- 
ward evening the Minister rallied and 
this morning {s much better, but very 
weak, The trouble is explained as be- 
ing a collapse of the nerves affecting 
the heart's action, the primary cause 
being prolonged over-exertion.

CECIL RHODES UP AGAIN 


Tho Ex-Vromter of Cape Colony Crosses 
Oratorical Hwords With Messrs, 
Biake aud Labouclwre 





London, Feb, 26,—The South African 
Committee of the House of Commons, 
appointed to inquire into the Jameson 


raid into the Transvaal, resumed its 
sittings to-day and the examination 
of Cecil Rhodes was continued. A / 


number of peers and members of the 
House of Commons were present, but 
for the first time since the Inquiry be 
gan the Prince of Wales was absent. 
Mr. Rhodes admitted that he had in- 
structed Mr, Rutherford Harris, his 
agent In London, to communicate con- 
fidentially the plans of the secret move 
ment to certain persons in England, 
but he refused to give their names. 

Mr. Rhodes was asked whether he 
regarded his having a force ready to 
march into the Transvaal as consistent 
with his position as Premier of the 
Cape Colony, and replied that it was 
for the committee to Judge his conduct, | 
which did not appear to him to have 
been inconsistent, 

Witness was then asked concerning 
the allusion in the statement read by | 
him at the opening of the inquiry as 
to the intention of the Boer Govern- , 
ment to introduce foreign influence | 
into the Transyaal, Hon. Edward Blake 
adding that he assumed that Mr. 
Rhodes had adequate grounds for the 
statement. ' 

Mr. Rhodes said that he had, but if 
he should state his reasons for his be- | 
lief it might do harm and cause irrita: | 
tion to a friendly power. Nevertheless 
he absolutely did believe it 

To questions by Mr, Blake In regard 
to the Imperial character of the pro- 
posed federation of the South African 
states, Mr. Rhodes replied: “You must 
remember that when we federated 
Canada it was a local people fedérated, 
and the Imperial Government finally 
sanctioned it.’ ! 

Mr. Blake: Do you think that the end 
justified the means? 

Mr. Rhodes: If I had succeeded we 
should have had a union of Africa and 
the Chartered Company would have 
been profited greatly. As I failed, I 
must take the responsibility, and I 
hope that the future will accomplish 
the union. I also hope that the com- 
mittee In their deliberations will take 
[nis consideration the objects I had in 
view. : 

Mr. Rhodes was then examined by 
Mr, Labouchere, who asked him whe 
ther Germany was the power he be- 
lieved to have been favored by Prest- 
dent Kruger, which question the wit- 
ness answered in the affirmative. 

In response to questions asking for 
evidence in support of this belief, Mr. 
Rhodes read extracts from a speech | 
delivered by President Kruger before 
the German Club of Pretoria on the oc- | 
casion of the birthday of the German 
Emperor in 1895, in which the Boer 
President claimed that Great Britain 
had relinquished her claims of suzer- 
ainty over the Transvaal, and declar- 
ed that he had been able to make a 
treaty with Germany, so that if one 
nation tried to kick the Transyaalers 
other nations would try to stop her. 

Mr. Rhodes also said that he had 
renson for the belief that President 
Kruger intended by this speech to 
claim the right to make such a treaty 
and confirm it without the sanction of 
the Queen. The whole tendency of the 
Transvaal policy, he added, was in 
favor of foreigners, Germans especial- 
ly, at the expense of the English. 

Mr. Labouchere; Perhaps President 
Kruger’s speech was an after-dinner 
oration. 

Mr. Rhodes: President Kruger drinks 
nothing stronger than water. 

Witness referred to the objection 
raised by the German Minister of For 
eign Affairs in a speech in the Reich- 
stag to a commercial union of the 
South African states as being likely to 
lead to a political protectorate and the 
exclusion of German goods, and denied 
that a policy of protection existed at 
the Cape. “Protection,” he said, 
“means bad factories and bad articles 


‘for the benefit of a privileged few.” 


Mr. Rhodes further said that in some

Talks to a New York Entceviewer on the 
Lending Topics ef the Day. 


New York, Feb. 26.—Professor Gold- 
win Smith of Toronto, Canada, who is 
at the Fifth-avenue Hotel, will attend 
the banquet of the Alumnae of Cornell 
University to-morrow night at the 
Waldorf Hotel. When seen today he 
paid that the people in Canada were 
greauly irritated by Congressman Cor- 
lise’ clause in the Immigration Bill now 
before President Cleveland for signa- 
ture. Congressman Corliss lives in 
Detroit and the clause he did Insert 
prohibits allena from residing in Can- 
ada and doing business dally in this 
country. 

“It prevents thoge Cunadians,”’ added 
the Professor, “who reside opposite De- 
troit, and those small towns opposite 
Buffalo, and Niagara Fells from com- 
ing over daily and work! It is not 
only an absurd law, if It }) comes law, 
but it is the verlest clap-irap imagin- 
able. Congressman Corliss is evident 
ly endeavoring to make political capi- 
tal by it and I hope the President will 
veto it. 

“IT understand that the President has 
sent the bill to Secretary Olney to hear 
his report on it. As I said, it is clap- 
trap, and I will show how utterly abe 
purd and uncalled for such legislation 
Is. It is true many Canadians living 
in these small towns, the suburbs of 
Detroit, Buffalo and Niagara Fails, 
have employment in the latter cities. 
They take out of these places a little 
money. In fact I suppose they do their 
trading and their wives do their shop 
ping in the larger cities. But say they 
do take much of their money into Can- 
ada, why, the entire amount would not 
equal the sum spent by a United States 
millionaire in one European summer 
trip. But I do not believe they save 
as much In Canada as they spend in 
the cities where they are employed.” 

“What will Canada do if the bill be- 
comes law?" 

“Canada will pass retaliatory mea- 
sures, of course, and much Irritation 
and unkind feeling will be engendered. 
Already there is much feeling on the 
subject and the Canadians who are 
anti-United States are not slow in ¢x- 
pressing their opinions and making the 
best of the situation, What inust the 
friends of this country in Canada 
think, if such a bill becomes law? I 
am not attacking the bill generally, but 
the clause that Congressman ‘Jorliss 
had inserted. It is unjust discrimina- 
tion against a friendly and neighborly 
nation and Is inspired by politics alone. 
I hope the papers of this country will 
point out the absurdity of such @ 
clause and prevent, if possible, its en- 
actment,” 

“Have you any idea what kind of re- 
taliatory laws Canada would enact?” 

“That is for the future. But why 
should not Canada resent any thing s0 
preposterous and unjust?” 

The Professor talked about the Cur 
ban question and the situation In Crete 
in answer to questions. He said that 
it would be a serious mistake for the 
United States to annex Cuba. “It 
would give,” he added,” great trouble 
to this country and be a never-ending 
source of discord and bickering, Louk 
at Hayti, for instance, even 15 a re- 
public; it has not ct a figure that 
liberty-loving people can be proud of. 
Naturally the United States would like 
to see the Cubans have complete au- 
tonomy.” 

In regard to Crete, he did not antie 
cipate a war in Burope in the settle 
ment of the question. 

“Greece,” he added, “must certainly 
have some great power behind her, or 
else she would not maintain her pre- 
sent bold and defiant attitude, I think 
that the power must be Russia.
